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Acts of 1954—Chapter 451 


The sections of the Acts of 1954 providing for Non-Partisan ‘Town 
Elections for Natick are printed here for general information. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SecTION 1. Any person who is qualified to vote in the Town of Natick may be a 
candidate for an elective town office therein and shall be entitled to have his name as 
such candidate printed on the official ballot to be used at a preliminary election; pro- 
vided, that he shall file nomination papers provided by the town clerk containing twenty- 
five signatures certified as voters of the ‘Town. 


SECTION 2. The preliminary election shall be held twenty-eight days preceding 
every regular or special town election. 


SEcTION 3. No primary or caucus for the nomination of town officers shall be held. 
No ballot used at any preliminary, regular or special election in said Town shall have 
printed thereon any party or political designation or mark, and there shall not be 
appended to the name of any candidate any such political designation or mark. 


SEcTION 4. Nomination papers must be filed with the town clerk not later than 
five o’clock in the afternoon of the twenty-first day preceding the preliminary election. 
Every nomination paper shall be submitted to the registrars of voters for certification of 
the names thereon on or before five o’clock in the afterncon of the seventh day preced- 
ing the day on which it must be filed with the clerk. 


SecTION 5. ‘The election officers shall, immediately upon the closing of the polls 
at the preliminary election, count the ballots and ascertain the number of votes cast in 
the several voting places for each candidate, and forthwith make return thereof upon 
blanks to be furnished, as in regular elections, to the town clerk who shall canvass said 
returns and shall forthwith determine the result thereof, and post the same in five 
conspicuous places in the ‘Town. 


SECTION 6. ‘The two persons receiving at a preliminary election the highest number 
of votes for nomintaion for an office shall be the sole candidates for that office whose 
names may be printed on the official ballot to be used at the regular or special election 
at which such office is to be filled, and no acceptance of a nomination at a preliminary 
election shall be necessary to its validity. 


If two or more persons are to be elected to the same office at such regular or special 
election the several persons in number equal to twice the number so to be elected receiv- 
ing at such perliminary election the highest numbor of votes for nomination for that 
office shall be the sole candidates for that office whose names may be printed on the 
official ballot. 


If the preliminary election results in a tie vote among candidates for nomination 
receiving the lowest number of votes, which, but for said tie vote, would entitle a 
person receiving the same to have his name printed upon the official ballot for the elec- 
tion, all candidates participating in said tie vote shall have their names printed upon the 
official ballot, although in consequence there be printed thereon names of candidates to 
a number exceeding twice the number to be elected. 


SecTion 7. If at the expiration of the time for filing nomination papers of candi- 
dates to be voted for at any preliminary election not more than twice as many such 
papers have been filed with the town clerk for an office as there are persons to be elected 
to such office, the candidates whose nomination papers have thus been filed shall be 
deemed to have been nominated to said office, and their names shall be voted on for 
such office at the succeeding regular or special election, as the case may be, and the 
town clerk shall not print said names upon the ballot to be used at said preliminary 
election and no other nomination to said office shall be made. If in consequence it shall 
appear that no names are to be printed upon the official ballot to be used at any pre- 
liminary election in the ‘Town, no preliminary election shall be held. 
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SECTION 8. Except .as otherwise provided in this act, the laws of the common- 
wealth governing Town elections, special elections of ‘Town officers and special elections 
in towns shall, so far as applicable govern such elections in the Town of Natick. 


SECTION 9. This act shall be submitted to the voters of the Town of Natick at 
the biennial state election to be held in the year nineteen hundred and fifty-four, in the 
form of the following question, which shall be printed on the official ballot used in said 
Town:—‘‘Shall an act passed by the general court in the year nineteen hundred and 
fifty-four entitled ‘An Act providing for non-partisan preliminary elections in the Town 
of Natick, and regulating the contents of ballots used at elections in said Town, be 
accepted?” Var |

Regular Activities 


DURING THE YEAR 1954 THE BOARD HELD 52 REGULAR MEETINGS, 18 
Special Meetings and 4 Joint Meetings. ‘The Board issued 148 licenses, 
granted 160 permits, made 101 appointments and appointed 458 election 
workers for the elections held during the year. ‘The Selectmen approved 
a total of 1,000 Treasury Warrants upon which a total of $7,205,276.16 
was expended for the payment of departmental payrolls and bills to- 
gether with maturing debt and interest due. 


Police Department 


‘Thomas Evans, Leonard Hanna and Francis Ordway who had been 
Permanent Reserve Patrolmen were appointed as Regular Patrolmen 
and declined. Edward Bradford was appointed a Regular Patrolman 
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March 16, 1954. Robert S. Hart was appointed a Reserve Patrolman 
March 16, 1954. Ralph Higgins was appointed a Reserve Patrolman

Town Meetings

Lumen Lamps, 5 10,000 Lumen Mercury. 


Annual Town Report 


The Board appointed the Town Report Committee for 1954 and 
voted to have 3500 copies printed. The Board received three bids for 
the printing of the Annual Town Report for the year 1954. The Board 
accepted the Bid of Sanderson Brothers of North Abington, the lowest 
bidder, in the amount of $14.00 per page.

Declared 
that a State of Emergency existed in the Town of Natick upon the arrival 
ef Carol and Edna Hurricanes of 1954. Appointed Lyman Brown Chair- 
man in charge of Special Street Lighting for Christmas 1954.

DURING THE PAST YEAR I HAVE ATTENDED THE SELECTMEN’S WEEKLY AND 
special meetings, some of the sessions of the Finance Committee, and 
many other meetings of the various ‘Town departments and committees. 


The warrants for the annual and special town meetings are increas- 
ingly voluminous and involve bond issues, eminent domain takings, and 
many troublesome problems. Advice has been freely given in response 
to official and unofficial inquiries concerning articles. 


The continuing school construction, new election procedures, new 
public works and unprecedented demand for opinions sometimes has 
required delay in action on specific requests but ‘Town officials have 
been patient and helpful. 


Several litigations have been concluded during the year without 
any payment or trial. All cases that went to trial have resulted in out- 
comes favorable to the ‘Town. There have been several new claims. 
Damage to fire apparatus was adjusted in full by the insuranec company. 
One claim against the surety on a subdivider’s bond was pressed and 
resulted in completion of a street. Settlement of another litigation 
brought several thousand dollars to the ‘Town. 


Many eminent domain takings have been completed, and_ others 
are close to conclusion despite various technical problems which were 
encountered and delayed final action. ‘The new Speen Street bridge has 
now been cleared and construction will soon commence. 


During the past year I have attended monthly meetings of the 
state association of municipal attorneys and continued to serve as its 
treasurer. I have been pleased to lecture before various civic associations 
concerning municipal problems.

‘THE BEGINNING OF NEW OPERATIONS IN THE TOWN OF NATICK, OF A RESI- 


dential, commercial, and industrial nature, have greatly increased the 
preblems of the Police Department. 


The primary problem continues to be traffic control. In 1954 seven 
persons lost their lives as the result of motor vehicle accidents. None 
were pedestrians, and for this side of the record the ‘Town will receive 
an award from the National Safety Council. Driving after drinking was 
directly responsible for three cf these deaths. Five of the deaths were 
those of out of town residents. Although the number of personal injuries 
arising out of motor vehicles increased, the property damage decreased

with the application of the Point System. ‘The traffic hazards present at 
Speen Street, Grove Road, Oak Street and all along route 9, are under 
continued study in co-operation with State Authorites. ‘The State Depart- 
ment of Public Works has tentatively arrived at solutions to Grove Road, 
Oak Street, and Speen Street which will be presented to the ‘Town, and 
likely work will be under way before the end of the year. ‘The Natick 
Police Department and the Beard of Selectmen will continue to press 
for such safety measures. A survey on traffic conditions at Moran Square 
was conducted by the State Department of Public Works at the request 
of the Board of Selectmen. ‘Their recommendations were as follows: 


1. ‘Trafic to be controlled at peak hours by an officer on duty 
rather than installing traffic lights. 


2. Prohibiting all parking at the junction of Walnut and North 
Main Streets. 


3. Eliminating the taxi stand now operating in the center of 


the square and constructing a safety island at this point. 


The Natick Department of Public Works will undertake such 
construction during 1955 at a cost estimated to be $1,500.00. “This sum 
will be taken from the Parking Meter Fund. It is to be noted that al- 
though the parking area has been completed and in operation during 
1954, the income from the parking meters decreased only $12.90. This 
would indicate that additional parking facilities are still needed. 


During the year the Teletype system was installed and has proved 
its value on numerous occasions in the apprehension of fugitives and 
the recovery of stolen cars. In 1954 the Department requested the 
appcintment of a committee to study the communication system. ‘The 
Finance Committee and Moderator referred the matter back to the 
Department. As a result of the survey, $3,600.00 is being requested for 
the replacement of existing radio equipment, now overage and expensive 
to maintain. However, during the year the Department has agreed to 
handle ali radio calls from Millis, Wayland and Sherborn. From each 
‘Town, the ‘Town of Natick collects $200.00 for services rendered. Over 
a period of six years this income will completely cover the cost of the 
proposed new system. 


Similarly, the Finance Committee and Moderator responded to a 
request for a committee to study the Department’s housing problem by 
referring the problem to the Chief. At the present moment, it is neces- 


sary to house fifteen men in the basement, leaving no space for the 
storage of ropes, signs and other emergency equipment. The new record 
system, due to crowded conditions, has been temporarily set up in the 
woman’s cell room. A preliminary sketch has been prepared of a pro- 
posed addition to the. present building. Exact figures are not available, 
but it appears the cost of the addition, together with the necessary 
equipment, will cost approximately $25,000 to $30,000. Inasmuch as_ 
$5,200.00 is received from the County as rent for the Court House and 
its facilities each year, the proposed expenditure can pay for itself in 


SIX years. 
Six years ‘ 
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The year of 1954 was very active for the photography division. A 
muge file was established, in which all those arrested for felonies and 
other serious crimes were photographed and fingerprinted. This type of 
phetography is a must to any active, modern Police Department. Over 
300 photographs were taken during the year, which included mugg 
photos, automobiles, sudden deaths, defective sidewalks and accident 
pictures. ‘hese have proved most useful in presenting cases to the Courts. 


The planned training program of professional law enforcement has 
been continued in 1954. Four men graduated from the State Police 
Training School in Framingham and four additional men will be sent 
in 1955. ‘This training is sponsored by the Massachusetts Police Chiefs’ 
Association. In 1955, the Chief will attend an F.B.I. National Academy 
re-training session in Washingtcn, D. C., in order to learn the latest 
techniques in law enforcement, so as to bring the department up 
to current advanced levels in modern law enforcement and _ police 
administration. 


The Auxiliary Police continue to merit the admiration and gratitude 
of the entire Town. ‘They rendered outstanding service during the fall 
hurricane period and at the Carling’s ground breaking ceremonies and 
the dedication at the Quartermaster Laboratory. 


Safety Officer William J. Garvey has been featured for his develop- 
ment of safety precautions in the F.B.I. Law Enforcement Bulletin, ‘The 
article attracted the attention cf the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
and many law and safety agencies throughout the United States.

A review of the department’s statistics reveals that the cruiser cars 
travelled 20,000 more miles in 1954 than in 1953. ‘There were almost 
twice as many complaints requiring investigation by officers. he en- 
larged school population and the greatly increased flow of traffic created 
by Natick’s new industrial and residential developments have overtaxed 
the manpower and facilities of the department. In order to maintain 
the same high standards of service which the ‘Town has come to expect, 
the department has requested the appointment of two additional patrol- 
men, two more policewomen, and the purchase of a ranch type vehicle. 


The year was saddened by the passing of the late Judge Michael F. 
Kennedy, for many years the presiding Justice in the Natick District 
Court. The Honorable H. Edward Snow has been appointed his 
successor. 


There has been no break in the complete co-operation given the 
Police Department by all ‘Town officials and all law respecting citizens 
in the Town of Natick. This fact has been sincerely appreciated. 


The entire number of arrests for offences committed in Natick for 
the year ending December 31, 1954, was 924. Of this number, 872 were 
males, 52 females, 128 residents, 796 non-residents, 904 adults, 20 minors. 
In addition there were 524 arrests made or summonses served for out of 
town Police Departments. 


There were 24 juveniles, 21 males and 3 females, before the Juvenile 
Session of the District Court during the year. 18 were residents, 6 non- 
residents.

There were 474 automobile accidents investigated during the year 
which is 76 more than in 1953. Of these 220 resulted in personal injuries, 
which is an increase of 41 over the previous year. 


During the year five fatal motor vehicle accidents occurred in Natick, 
resulting in seven deaths, this being one more fatal accident with three 
more deaths. ‘There were no fatal pedestrian accidents in Natick during 
the year. 


On January 13th, a Framingham man, lost his life when a car he 
was operating on Speen Street at the intersection of Worcester Street, 
was in a collision with a trailer-truck. 


On July 24th, two Holliston youths were fatally injured when a car 
operated by one of the youths went out of control on North Main Street 
and struck a tree. 


On October 16th, two men, residents of Boston, were fatally injured 
when a car they were riding in, jumped the center reservation of route 9, 
and came in collision with a car traveling in the opposite direction.

THE Fire DEPARTMENT LOST THROUGH DEATH ONE OF ITS MEMBERS, 
Patrick John O’Regan, who had served the Town as a firefighter since 
yitner2 1, 1957 until his death, June 9, 1954. 


By vote of the Town, the personnel of the Department was increased 
on June the first by the appointment of three additional firefighters. 
While the manpower condition is still below standard, through the addi- 
tion of a few men each year it is improving. On June 1, 1954 four 
firefighters were promoted to Captains, three were assigned to duty in 
command at the South Natick station, the other Captain is used as a 
floating officer and fire prevention inspector. 


Serious consideration must be given this year to the building of a 
new station on the land now owned by the Town of Natick at the corner 
of Speen Street and Travis Road. ‘The valuation increase in this section 
of the ‘Town definitely makes this area the most critical for fire protec- 
tion, and it should be remedied this year. ‘The Felchville station is in 
very poor condition, however, it will serve the Town without repairs 
for another year. This station must be rebuilt in 1956, it will not be 
usable without extensive repairs which are not practical in view of its 
age and general structural condition. 


We have received very favorable co-operation by all the ‘Town’s 
people in our attempt to conduct an active Fire Prevention program. 
There has been an Inspector devoting his entire time to Fire Prevention 
and inspection work, which I feel has paid dividends. Rest homes, 
schools, churches, the hospital and mercantile property has been in- 
spected regularly throughout the year. 


The Fire Alarm system has been extended by the addition of ten 
Fire Alarm boxes yearly. ‘Through this program it is believed the ‘Town 
will be covered in due time. The operation of the Fire Alarm system 
has been greatly improved by the larger quarters and the addition of a 
voice recorder which has demonstrated its value many times. 


With the exception of a truck replacement in 1955, the apparatus 
is in good condition. During the year, and as the result of an accident, 
the Ladder truck was sent to Columbus, Ohio for repairs, this item was 
later paid for by an Insurance Company. 


The property loss for this year is somewhat higher due in part to 
one or two fires which reached major proportions. However, excluding 
these, the overall fire loss was not high.

IN SUBMITTING THE THIRTY-FOURTH REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
Public Works your attenticn is called to the fact that most of our recom- 
mendations made in the annual report for the year 1953 were voted at 
the Annual ‘Town Meetings of 1954. 


During the year 1954 funds were voted as requested for the recon- 
struction of South Main Street from Cottage Street northerly to Walcott 
Square under Chapter 90 of the General “Laws. Due to lack of funds 
by the County this project was not begun and it is anticipated that the 
funds will be forthcoming during 1955 and the work will be completed 
as planned. 


You may recall that in our annual report for the year 1953 it was 
recommended that the Planning Board attempt to recover the value of 
the performance bond posted by the develeper to cover the construction 
costs for Blueberry Hill Road. Through the efforts of this Department 
an agreement was made between the developer and the contractor, who 
had partially completed the construction work, and the work required 
to complete the rcadway in accordance with the ‘Town Rules and Regu- 
lations was completed. 


During the month of December of 1954 this Department recom- 
mended to the Planning Board that they attempt to recover the value 
of the performance bond posted by the developer of Felch Road to com- 
plete the construction of the sidewalks near the intersection of Pine 
Street. This Department has been unable to obtain any concrete evidence 
that the developer intends to complete the required construction in ac- 
cordance with the ‘Town Rules and Regulations. 


This recommendation has been made for the best interests of the 
‘Town and so that the surrender value of the bond can be turned over to 
this Department to complete the necessary work. Upon completion of 
the work the roadway can be proposed for acceptance by the ‘Town at 
an annual town meeting as a public way. 


The following is a complete report of the work completed by the four 
divisions of the Department during the past year. 


on 


Highway Division 


During the current year the Highway Division oiled many sections 
of streets, cleaned, repaired and flushed all drains, repaird a number of 
old sidewalks, and repaired many sections of fences and retaining walls 
along the public ways of the ‘Town. 


Franconia Avenue, Hampton Road, Arthur Street, and Laconia 
Road were all constructed under Chapter 80 and 82 of the General Laws. 
Upon their completion these roadways were accepted as public ways of 
the Town of Natick. 


New drains were laid during the year and connected to the Town 
System in the following streets: — 


Bacon Street Overhill Road 

Laconia Road Winter Street 

North Main Street Auburn Street 

Tucker Street Arthur Street 

Franconia Avenue Hampton Road 
Leach Lane 


New sidewalks were constructed during the year on the following 
roadways under Chapter 80 and 82 of the General Laws:— 


Bacon Street Arthur Street 
Franconia Avenue Hampton Road 
Laconia Road 


Sections of the Boston and Albany Bridges were replanked at Marion 
Street, Speen Street, Washington Avenue, and Mill Street. Several of the 
bridges were resurfaced with Type I Bituminous Concrete. 


The Highway Division supervised and inspected all drainage in 
roadways constructed by the developers throughout the ‘Town. ‘These 
drains are all connected to the ‘Town System and in all there were 
approximately 8,000 feet of drainage laid and 120 Catch Basins and 
Manholes constructed. 


The public parking area on the north side of Summer Street was 
surfaced with Type I Bituminous Concrete. Proper parking lines were 
painted throughout the area and lights were set on poles. ‘This com- 
pleted the work as authorized by the vote under Article 14 of the War- 
rant for the Special ‘Town Meeting of April 14, 1953. 


Under the provisions of Section 6E of Chapter 40 of the General 
Laws as inserted by Chapter 538 of the Acts of 1950 temporary minor 
repairs were made on several private ways in the town. Receipts from 
the work amounted to $499.90. Private ways on which temporary minor 
repairs were made were as follows:— 


‘Traverse Road Brooks Street 
Knox Court Edwards Road 
Durant Road Fern Street 
Valley Street Pegan Lane 
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The contract signed with the New England Survey Services, Inc. of 
Boston, Massachusetts, for the proposed Block Map System of the Town 
was renewed during the current year. One change was made in the con- 
tract whereby the entire Center Area of the Town will be plotted on a 
1”==50" Scale instead of a 1”—100’ Scale. To date the Contractor has 
completed the aerial mosaic and prepared 79 photographic enlarge- 
ments to a controlled scale of 1”—100’. Complete property lines have 
been determined and drafted on eight of these maps. Five additional 
maps are ninety percent plotted and two are sixty percent plotted. The 
property lines of 1,665 parcels have been plotted on fifteen atlas sheets. 
Fifteen town bounds have been located in the field and mapped and 
this approximates about thirty percent of the Town Line. 


Lines tracings are now being prepared on the completed mosaic 
sheets and delivery of these first sheets will be made in January 1955. 
The entire set of maps and indexes are scheduled for completion and 
delivery in twelve to fifteen months from date. 


The closing of the intersection of Lake Shore Road at Worcester 
Street, Route 9, voted at the Special Town Meeting of April 27, 1954 has 
not been completed to date. ‘The plan for the closing as proposed were 
approved by the Massachusetts Department of Public Works and funds 
were allotted to complete the project. ‘The work has to be done by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works and this Department began 
the work on the closing of the intersection on December 20, 1954. We 
have been assured that the project will be completed as soon as weather 
permits continuance of the work. 


Speen Street north of West Central Street to Timber Lane was re- 
surfaced with a mixed-in-place stone surface under Chapter 90 Main- 
tenance. ‘The work when completed was approved by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works and both the State and County paid the 
Town their one-third share of the cost of the work completed. 


Under Article 25 of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of 
April 27, 1954 a sum of $2,000.00 was voted to construct and repair base- 
ball diamonds for recreational purposes for the youth of the Town. The 
work to be prescribed by the Recreation Commission and to be done by 
the Highway Division of the Department of Public Works. During the 
current year $175.70 was expended under this appropriation to complete 
work requested by the Recreation Commission. Work completed was the 
laying out of a diamond, the fencing in of the playing area, and the con- 
struction of a backstop and equipment locker at the Bennett-Hemenway 
grounds; a diamond was laid out, playing field area fenced in and an 
equipment locker were completed at the Lilja School grounds; and the 
playing area was graded as directed by the Pony League Leaders at Whit- 
ney Field. The next project to be completed will be the construction of 
a Little League Ball Field at the Lincoln School grounds. ‘The Recrea- 
tion Commission have requested that this project be completed for the 
1955 Little League season. 


Under Article 19 of the Warrant for the Annual ‘Town Meeting of 
March 16, 1954 the sum of $2,665.00 was appropriated for the improve- 
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ment of the playground area at the East Natick School on Oak Street. 
During the current year $2,294.39 was expended to complete the work 
as planned. Fill was hauled into the area to establish proper grade, loam 
was placed on this surface and was later fertilized, seeded, and rolled. 
A section of chain link fence was erected along the southerly and westerly 
side of the property. 


During each year a considerable amount of equipment time and 
man hours are spent in aiding other Town Departments in completing 
various forms of construction work and in assisting them in planning for 
the removal of various problems relative to water conditions and drain- 
age. During the current year a considerable amount of material was 
moved to and from the Bennett-Hemenway School area for the School 
Department. Assistance was also given on a drainage problem in the 
same area by the engineering force of the Department. 


At the request of the School Department a section of drainage was 
constructed at the Daniel J. Murphy School Area by the Highway Divi- 
sion to eliminate a water condition. Funds for this project were trans- 
ferred from emergency funds to the School Department by the Natick 
Finance Committee. 


Several drainage and sidewalk construction projects that were sched- 
uled for completion during the current year have had to be carried for- 
ward for completion in 1955 due to the two hurricanes, Carol and Edna, 
which completely disrupted the 1954 work program. All Departmental 
equipment and manpower were used to clean up the debris left in the 
wake of these two storms. Hundreds of large limbs and many trees were 
removed from the roadways in the Town and many sidewalks had to be 
rebuilt in sections that were demolished by uprooted trees. In all six 
weeks were required to complete the clean up program and to make the 
necessary repairs to roadways and sidewalks. 


It is recommended that a sum of money be appropriated to recon- 
struct a section of Pond Street from South Main Street westerly toward 
High Street and that a sum of money be appropriated for the construc- 
tion and acceptance of Windsor Avenue and it is further recommended 
that a sum of money be appropriated from the Road Machinery Account 
for the purchase of a 34 yd. Diesel Shovel and a Truck for the Highway 
Division. 


Sanitation Division 


During the past year there were approximately 4500 cubic yards of 
garbage collected in the Town, an increase over that of the previous year 
of 500 cubic yards. ‘This increase in volume of garbage collected during 
the past year signifies the continual growth of the Town. In order to 
meet the schedule of one collection per week it has been necessary to 
operate the three regular collection units full time and also the fourth 
unit part time which has been held in reserve in the event of a major 
breakdown of one of the regular collection units. 


A distinct increase in the amount of household rubbish collection 
has been noted during the past year also. ‘The rubbish collection unit 
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added to this Division during the current year has been constantly kept 
in use in order to meet the schedule of collection. 


Bids were received by the Department in May of 1954 for the pur- 
chase of garbage collected in the Town. The Ruggiero Brothers, Inc. of 
West Concord, Massachusetts, were awarded the contract on June I, 1954 
since this firm was the highest bidder. 


This firm is one of the largest in this section and it is believed that 
they will purchase the garbage collected in the Town fer quite some 
time since this firm has installed a “pressure cooking unit’ in order to 
comply with State Law with relation to the requirement that all garbage 
fed to hogs must be cooked. 


Water Division 


During the past year this Division added approximately 18,934 feet 
of new cast iron water main to the System and. 336 new services were 
added. 


The six inch water main was relaid on West Central Street from 
Boden Lane easterly to Mill Street with ten inch cast iron pipe. ‘This 
completed the project of a two way feed by large sized pipe into the 
west section of the ‘Town. 


New six (6) inch water pipes were laid on Franconia Avenue, Arthur 
Street, Kimball Court, and Magnolia Road. These new pipes were for 
the replacement of small two (2) inch mains which had been in existence 
for many years. 


New water mains were constructed on Grandview Street, Worcester 
Street, Nolin Street, and Edwards Road by the Water Division. 


Under the new policy of the Department on water mains and serv- 
ices the developers constructed approximately 10,028 linear feet of cast 
iron main and installed 199 services under the supervision and inspection 
of this Division. 


In May of the current year two chemical feed pumps were installed 
at the Water Pumping Station. These units were installed in order to 
inject Calgon into the water supply to eliminate the solidity of the 
manganese in the System which was discovered in the Dug Well during 
the year 1953. The result has been one of complete satisfaction ance 
recent survey of the System disclosed little or no manganese deposits in 
active form. 


The new well with a pumping capacity of two million gallons per 
day is currently under construction. ‘The well has been driven and tests 
have assured the ‘Town of an excellent supply in this new well with 
little or no effect on the other two wells located nearby. At present the 
pump house is under construction and it is believed that the new unit 
will be in operation in the early Summer of 1955. ‘This additional well 
assures the Town of an adequate supply of water to meet any and all 
possible emergencies and also to meet any large demand from potential 
industrial sites. 
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A survey was conducted during the past year in order to find other 
possible sites in the ‘Town for additional wells. One location was found 
at which any future wells can be located and the grade of water at this 
site is excellent. Shafts were sunk in the location and can be put to use 
in the future in case the present well area should become cbsolete or 
any major industry might locate in the Town that would demand a supply 
of water in excess cf the present production capacity of six and one-half 
million gallons per day. 


It is recommended that a sum of money be appropriated to purchase 
a Hough Payloader for the Water Division and also that a sum of money 
be appropriated for the replacement of old cement lined mains currently 
in use with new cast iron water pipe. 


Sewer Division 


All sewer lines were flushed during the past year and there has been 
very little leakage during the year in the System. 


The Chlorinators were in full operation during the warm weather 
at both the Sewer Pumping Station and the Filtration Area. Approxi- 
mately 29,000 pounds of liquid chlorine were injected into the raw 
sewerage. 


The main sewer system was extended into the following streets 
within newly constructed developments by the Developers under the 
supervision and inspection of this Division:— 


Irving Road Bradford Road 
Lyman Street Lynn Street 
Liberty Street Avon Lane 
Richard Road Russell Circle 


In addition to the above sewer was extended by the Sewer Division 
into Arthur Street and a short extension was made on Robinhood Road. 


The contract for the new sewer mains to be constructed on East 
Central Street and within the Wellesley-at-Natick Development was 
awarded to the Elm Construction Company of Hyde Park, Massachu- 
setts. Mains have been constructed under this contract or shortly will 
be on the following streets:— 


East Central Street Murdoch Road 
University Drive Retrop Road 
Wilogreen Road Strawberry Hill Road 


Due to a technicality in the vote under Article 2 of the Warrant 
for the Special Town Meeting of April 27, 1954 for the construction 
of a system of sewer mains to service the Wellesley-at-Natick Area the 
Department has been unable to allow any connections to be made or 
expend the money allotted for the connections in the area. ‘Therefore 
an article must be voted upon to reallocate funds for the connection of 
all dwellings to the sewers currently under construction in the area. 
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With the completion of the South Metropolitan Sewerage Trunk 
Line it will be possible to extend the town system at far less cost through- 
out the ‘Town since many sub-pumping stations will not be required in 
the south and west sections of the Town. In many residential areas there 
currently is no town sewer and in many of these areas the residents are 
in need of town sewer since they are experiencing great difficulty with 
their present facilities. “Therefore your Commissioners recommend that 
a proposed long range sewer planning program be adopted whereby a 
sum of money will be voted annually for the extension of the town 
system into the sections of the ‘Town not now serviced. 


‘Therefore we recommend that a sum of money be appropriated at 
the Annual Town Meeting of 1955 to extend the sewer system into the 
Hillside ‘Terrace Development, located north of Bacon Street, and that a 
sum of money be voted to construct a Sewer Pumping Station to service 
the areas known as Hillside Terrace, Oak Park Manor, and the general 
area east of Walnut Street, north of Bacon Street, and southerly of 
Worcester Street.

School Committee 


THE SCHOOL YEAR OF 1954 WILL LONG BE REMEMBERED WHEN VIEWED IN 
respect to others of Natick’s long and illustrious history. Many events 
took place, the impact of which will be felt for years to come. Some of 
the more important of these events are herewith mentioned for your 
review. 


The new Natick High School, one of the finest educational plants 
to be found in the eastern part of the country, opened in September. 
The planners of the building (the High School Building Committee, 
the architects, the educational consultants, the high school staff, and 
many others) should be highly commended for their foresight, attention 
to detail, and consideration of the best educational program around 
which to build a truly functional high school. The School Committee 
and townspeople have real justification in being proud of the new Natick 
High School. 


For the first time in many years, the School] Committee was given 
the responsibility of planning and butiding new elementary school units. 
As a result of intensive study into low-cost school building construction, 
two such units were built during the past year. An eight-room addition 
was added to the existing Bennett-Hemenway School; this addition was 
ready for occupancy in September. ‘The Major Daniel J. Murphy School, 
with six rooms, a combination auditorium-gymnasium, and the necessary 
service rooms was practically finished by the end of the year. ‘These two 
new low-cost school units will influence the construction of other needed 
new schools — not only in Natick but in other New England cities and 
towns as they have been studied with keen interest by other school build- 
ing committees. 


Another new school (Boden Lane) is being planned. In this work, 
the Schocl Committee appointed a sub-committee of interested citizens 
to assist them in the selection of an architect and the development of plans 
to be submitted to the 1955 town meeting for consideration. 


More teachers were hired for the Natick secondary schools during 
the past year than were hired over a period of the last ten years. Many 
new teachers were employed in the elementary schools because of the 
new buildings, the use of the old high school for an elementary school 
(Center School), and the attempt on the part of the School Department 
to reduce the number of pupils per classroom. ‘The new buildings and 
new teachers have resulted in the elimination of the two-platoon first 
grade system. It is felt that the high calibre of teachers, already in serv- 
ice, has been maintained by the addition of the new teachers. The 
increase in the salary schedule, voted at the 1954 annual town meeting, 
has helped the present staff and assisted the administration in securing 
better than average teachers. 


Another important step taken by the Committee was the establish- 
ment of the position, the selection, and the hiring of a Business Manager 
for the schools cf Natick. ‘This has been a long felt need and has already 
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proved more than satisfactory in the operation and maintenance of the 
schools. 


It is felt that with the keen interest shown on the part of the towns- 


people in educational affairs, the Natick School System will continue as 
one of the best in the state. 


The report of the Superintendent of Schools has been approved by 


the School Committee and is ‘‘recommended reading” to all interested 
citizens.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee, Parents, and Citizens of Natick: 


MANY CHANGES HAVE TAKEN PLACE IN PUBLIC SCHOOL EDUCATION 
throughout the country during the past decade. We in Natick are well 
aware of some of these changes. “The extraordinary growth in pupil 
enrollment, the construction cf new additional school facilities, and the 
resulting proportionate increase in the cost of education are factors of 
which we have been cognizant. However, there are some developments 
with which many are not too familiar. Among these have been the 
demand for new and expanded services such as school and classroom 
libraries; health education; counseling and guidance; the so-called after- 
school activities — clubs, sports, social, and recreational activities; psycho- 
logical, testing, and remedial clinics; the adjustments for a wider range 
of intelligence and for the increasing number of students who go on to 
schools of higher education as well as for those who go directly into the 
vocations; and the problem of almost continually reorganizing or read- 
justing the educational program to include extensive experiences which 
should result in proper learnings for the many young people who are 
now attending school. We are faced, as never before, with the problem 
of how to meet the needs of all children. Let us look at some of the major 
changes and accomplishments that have occurred here during the past 
year. 


Elementary 


Children in Natick begin their public school education in September 
of the calendar year following their fourth birthday. Here in kinder- 
garten they learn through the able guidance of their teacher to make the 
adjustment between home and the more formal educational program of 
the “grades.”” ‘The kindergarten child is in that growth stage when the 
habits he forms have a definite bearing on his future development. 
Curiosity is very strong, emotions are not yet under control, physical 
growth is rather rapid, and he begins to realize that he must work, play, 
and share in harmony with others. ‘The kindergarten program is planned 
around the physical, mental, emotional, and social traits of children of 
this age. “The kindergarten may be said to be, in many ways, the most 
important phase of a child’s education. Kindergarten units are a part of 
every elementary school in our community. 


As a child progresses from his kindergarten year, he becomes a 
member of a class, a grade, or a homeroom usually in the same school 
building. As he moves forward year after year he is scheduled to work 
with other children of approximately the same abilities bearing in mind 
such major phases of development as those determined in kindergarten. 
Grouping occurs, in other words, so that it is possible for each child to 
progress according to his capabilities. Grouping is accomplished by cer- 
tain major methods, which methods are based upon the results of stand- 
ardized mental capacity tests, achievement tests, diagnostic tests, reading 
tests, the teacher’s judgment, and where necessary, individual intelligence 
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tests. ‘Ihe major phases of our elementary school program include read- 
ing, arithmetic, social studies, science, writing, art, music, and physical 
education. 


Secondary 


Completion of the elementary division of our school system results 
in a pupil’s entrance into junior high school. Here the pupil has the 
opportunity to become acquainted with children from all sections of the 
community, for a junior high school generally houses all public school 
pupils on the seventh, eighth, and ninth grade levels. ‘The purpose of 
the junior high school is to provide for that group of children who are 
in their adolescent years or, using the familiar phrase, to “‘bridge the gap” 
between the elementary school and high school. A program of education 
which not only continues the basic subject matter fields, but also includes 
extensive provision for personal interests and abilities such as clubs, 
social and physical activities, and other worthwhile projects is available 
for all. 


The high school, known usually as a senior high school in a K-6-3-3 
system, 1s part of a public school system where more specialized education 
is possible. ‘This year for the first time since the establishment of a junior 
high school system in Natick approximately twenty-seven years ago, the 
junior high school became a school of only two grades, the seventh and 
the eighth, and the new high school became a school of four grades, ninth, 
tenth, eleventh, and twelfth. ‘his move was necessary because of the 
increased junior high school enrollment and the resultant lack of space 
therein, and because of the extensive room available in the new high 
school plant. The junior high school with a reasonable capacity of 
approximately 550 pupils presently houses well over six hundred seventh 
and eighth “graders,” while the new high school houses approximately 
one thousand pupils of the upper four grades. 


The Guidance Department with the co-operation of a pupil and his 
parents helps determine the basis of an individual’s program. Thus, a 
pupil may select, with proper guidance, a program of subjects which will 
enable him to reach his educational or occupational goal. For example, 
those pupils on the high school level who are interested in business may 
generally undertake such subjects as bookkeeping, office machines, con- 
sumer education, shorthand and transcription, typing and clerical prac- 
tice. Other subjects that may be available include economics and modern 
problems. The more cultural subjects include such classes as those in 
music — orchestra, glee club, music appreciation, harmony, and in art — 
free-hand drawing, painting, art appreciation, and arts and crafts. Many 
phases of homemaking are covered in the suites provided for such study. 
Here girls participate in sewing, cooking, and allied integrated activities 
such as designing clothes, and the general arrangement and care of the 
home, as well as budgetary planning and the efficient purchasing and 
consumption of goods. The industrial arts program, truly new in its 
entirety as far as the senior high school is concerned (such courses have 
not been available in the past beyond the junior high school) has a very 
extensive and modern program in the areas of metalworking, power

mechanics, woodworking, graphic arts, electricity, and advanced crafts, 
as well as other related areas. ‘he physical education and athletics facili- 
ties of this plant are conducive of a proper health, physical activity, and 
sports program that should include all pupils, a phase of secondary public 
school education that has not been entirly adequate during the past due 
to the lack of space, | 

Those pupils whe segs to continue with their education beyond 
high school into colleges, universities, and other schools of higher and spe- 
cialized learning may prepare themselves to do so. Courses in the fields 
of language, mathematics, science, social studies, and other subjects that 
are necessary to meet college entrance requirements are presented as a 
definite and major part of the school’s program. Many colleges require 
applicants to take the examination established by the College Entrance 
Examination Board. Some colleges prefer to give their own entrance 
examination. Natick High School enjoys the distinction of certifying 


pupils to those colleges that admit candidates by certification. 


The information submitted above certainly should be of interest to 
all parents. However, it is well to remember that the basic subjects in- 
cluding English, history, mathematics, science, and others are essential 
and must be successfully completed according to certain standards before 
graduation from the Public School System of Natick is approved. 
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Progress 


General — During the many years in the development of our coun- 
try’s public educational system three basic or major concepts have been 
developed. These have persisted and not only have influenced exten- 
sively the changes and growth of our elementary and secondary schools 
of today, but also have had a tremendous bearing on the development 
of our curricula. 


The first concept may be said to be “the belief that the safety of our 
nation depends on the level of information and understanding of all the 
people. A nation cannot be ignorant and free, and control of the govern- 
ment is safe only when it is in the hands of the people and safe with them 
only if they are informed.” ‘This concept has resulted in a very important 
objective of our schools today, namely, to provide education for all the 
people and to help them help themselves in the intelligent formulation 
of opinions and judgments. 


The scond concept may be termed a conviction “that education 
should contribute to love of country and an understanding of the ideals 
to which it was dedicated.”” Schools have a primary responsibility for 
developing good citizenship. 


The third concept that has developed over a period of years is that 
“education should serve as an avenue of opportunity for all people.” 
Education is a means whereby we may improve our everyday living. It 
is available to all. 


Undoubtedly in the very beginning the curriculum for the primitive 
child was the community or place in which he lived: the community was 
his classroom. ‘This so-called “community textbook” was the means of 
children learning what they needed to become competent adults and to 
take their place in adult society. As civilization began to accumulate its 
vast stores of knowledge, education of children became separated from 
the life of the community and took the form of book learning. However, 
the tide is turning, for we have realized that in separating the modern 
child from the life of the community and its surrounding areas we have 
deprived him of a tremendously important part of his education — that 
which he once received outside of school. We have not given up formal 
education, but rather we have expanded its scope to include and to 
utilize the resources for education found outside of the brick and glass 
walls of the school classroom in order to help the child learn not merely 
through books but through personal experience. 


This our schools are now doing. Natick as well as every American 
community has a wealth of community activities with which pupils should 
become acquainted. Industry, commerce, agriculture, civic and cultural 
activities, interesting and learned people — engineers, artists, travelers, 
and familiarization with a varied assortment of community problems are 
just a few of the possibilities. Each of these is a learning experience in 
itself. A museum, for example, may be many things other than a place 
in which exhibits are displayed. Natural history specimens can become 
the starting points for all kinds of exploration into the world of science. 
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Arts and crafts exhibits can open many windows into the program of 
world civilization. A community like ours has many people who have 
specialized knowledge, skill, and experience. Such people, although not 
experienced teachers, have much to offer students. ‘They bring living 
information into the classroom. 


Many and varied field trips have been taken by our pupils, from 
the kindergarten through grade twelve, to museums, to seaports, to fac- 
tories, and to places of historical significance. People from varied walks 
of life have been invited into our classrooms and talked of their occupa- 
tions and of their professions; representatives from different divisions of 
our government have given of their knowledge to the pupils of our 
schools. 


The use of the community as a laboratory is an effective device for 
creating interest. By observing the adult world in action, pupils are led 
to discover facts, they learn to make generalizations, and then to use them 
in understanding and mastering particular situations. A visit to any one 
of the industrial plants, to a farm, or to places of historical and geographi- 
cal significance is an opportunity by which they can experience first-hand 
a world which they have never seen. 


The preparation for a field trip and the later assembling of informa- 
tion is an exercise in fact finding. In observing a certain industrial 
process, pupils can be made to feel a sense of how adults work together, 
of the care that is taken to promote cleanliness, efficiency, and the preser- 
vation of property. Such preparation and visits bring about a sense of 
reality which is difficult to produce in the classroom. This certainly is 
an essential of good citizenship. 


Young people get very little benefit out of study that is either mean- 
ingless or distasteful. Interest and success are tremendous motivating 
factors in learning. Therefore, it is our purpose to have each child 
realize success in something. We are interested in developing a community 
classroom, a community school, as well as having books that are interest- 
ingly written and illustrated. We recognize the importance of films, 
exhibits, experiments, and activities that stimulate curiosity, attract 
attention, and produce mental and physical industry. 


Citizens, particularly parents, are teachers also. Our responsibility 
does not end when we are successful in prying our sons and daughters 
away from the radio or television, or when we require them to stay at 
home on school nights. We must help our children acquire the knack 
of good study habits. Even though a school gives instruction in how to 
study, teachers cannot carry this instruction into the home. Suggestions 
that have proved helpful include: let the child think for himself — he 
cannot always come to you for the answer; give him a motive; provide a 
proper physical setting; urge him to work by the job rather than the hour; 
persuade him to take notes, to outline his work, and to study the least 
interesting subject first. Yes, it takes patience, but results have certainly 
indicated that the time spent co-operatively with your boy and/or girl 
is worthwhile. 
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Facilities 


High School — The month of September, 1954, was indeed signifi- 
cant to education and the Town of Natick, in general. Monday, the thir- 
teenth of September, marked the official opening of the new Natick High 
School. Hundreds of boys and girls reported to this new building to 
begin the last year or last few years of their public school education, and 
after a short but all-inclusive orientation program they began their formal 
education in the various courses offered. The building contains spacious 
classrooms arranged in functional units, special rooms for meetings of 
clubs, class activities, posture improvement and other phases of youth 
develcpment, up-to-date scientific facilities, adequate lighting, industrial 
arts and homemaking units, a cafeteria, a gymnasium, an auditorium, 
commercial classrooms, locker and shower facilities, and extensive out- 
door play areas. The building, designed to meet the future educational 
needs of the community, is located so as to make future building expan- 
sion relatively simple and at the same time to make adequate and maxti- 
mum use of its thousands of square feet of wooded and graded areas. 
Bordering a large body of water the building thus makes possible the 
development of many additional health and physical activities. It is 
truly an outstanding educational and community center. 


The present capacity of the building or plant is approximately 
fifteen hundred pupils. The auditorium with its spacious and well- 
equipped stage also seats approximately fifteen hundred people. During 
the short space of time that this new plant has been open thousands of 
people from various parts of the country have visited its spacious rooms 
and other facilities — people of the business and industrial world, pro- 
fessional people including scientists, educators, doctors, and others. Many 
citizens from other communities, as well as the great majority of people 
from our own Town have also visited. Comments given directly by them 
to your School Department representatives have been extremely favorable. 
There is no question as to the soundness of such an investment. Your 
Superintendent of Schools extends sincere congratulations to the High 
School Building Committee and to the teachers and administrators for 
their untiring and arduous efforts in bringing about the completion of 
a modern public secondary school unit, the Natick High School — a 
school that will be modern and functional for many years to come. 


Addition —'The Bennett-Hemenway School addition consisting of 
eight classrooms and other required associated facilities was opened in 
September. This elementary educational unit is known as a “low-cost 
construction” unit and to date has proved to be very satisfactory. A 
cement slab, surmounted with brick veneer, steel, and outside window 
walls, topped by a tar and gravel roof blends harmoniously with the 
original school building. The interior of the building contains such 
innovations as so-called “‘curtain” classroom walls, corridor plastic-cov- 
ered dado, and aluminum acoustic paneled ceilings. All floors are covered 
with durable asphalt tile. The classrooms are spacious and contain ample 
chalk and bulletin boards, modern furniture, and three concentric ring 
incandescent lighting fixtures. ‘The entire structure is heated by steam 
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from a central boiler plant located in the original building. The building 
is sound educationally, is functional, and gives every indication of 
permanency. 


Center School — Parents, citizens in general, are to be commended 
for co-operating, for understanding, and for helping the School Depart- 
ment establish a new elementary educational unit in the “old high school 
building” now known as the Center School. 


During the summer months and even into the fall the extensive 
work of repairing and of renovating certain interior parts of this building 
was accomplished. An entirely new cafeteria was developed. Lunch tables 
and chairs now occupy the old high school gymnasium which has been 
repainted and has a new floor surface making a modern and attractive 
dining room for all pupils. The kitchen has been equipped with a 
modern automatic dishwasher, a new sink, a stove, work tables, and other 
equipment. Pupils are served from a stainless steel counter which is 
equipped with steam tables and an electric cooler for beverages. The 
entire cafeteria meets all health requirements. 


Various sections of the three main floors of this building have been 
repainted, partitions have been constructed, and other changes have been 
made. The school now houses approximately 680 fifth and sixth grade 
pupils from practically all sections of the community. Every room with 
the exception of the chemistry laboratory room, the physics room, and 
two classrooms on the first floor is being used as a classroom. ‘Two of the 
smaller rooms on the upper floors have been utilized as a library and a 
developmental reading room. Pupil desks and chairs of the adjustable 
movable type lend themselves very satisfactorily to the continuation of 
accepted elementary grouping procedure. The auditorium is now used 
as a combination gymnasium-auditorium or playroom. It should be men- 
tioned at this time that when weather permits the physical education 
classes are held for boys and girls at Coolidge Field which is not too great 
a distance from the school. This educational unit, bearing in mind the 
inadequacy of its site as well as the fact that it was constructed as a high 
school of three flcors, seems to have been converted into a functional 
elementary school building, and the educational program that has been 
developed for it is certainly one of the best. Various club and social 
activities have been made available, assembly programs have been sched- 
uled, and pupils seem to enjoy and benefit from this criginally question- 
able educational plan. The fact that all sixth graders are together in one 
school and that they, in general, are happily progressing in their primary 
adolescent years, suggests that such a move is not necessarily a tem- 
porary one. 


School Department Offices — ‘The Offices of the School Department, 
previously Iccated at the Johnson School, now occupy the major portion 
of the front part of the first floor at the Center School. Partitions have 
been constructed, rooms have been redecorated, and new lighting fixtures 
have been installed. Desk space is provided for the supervisor of attend- 
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ance, the school nurse, the elementary physical education instructors, the 
remedial reading and testing teachers, the elementary art teachers, and 
the elementary music teacher. Other offices that are located in this section 
of the Center School include those of the principal and the director of 
elementary education. The School Committee room, the office cf the 
Superintendent of Schools, and the office of the business manager are also 
located in this section. The outer office of the Schocl Department has 
had a forty-station telephone switchboard installed connecting all public 
schools. ‘This centrally controlled system should certainly prove to be 
economical and efficient. ‘The location of the main offices of the School 
Department near the center of town is definitely advantageous. 


Elemenatry Classrooms —'Two basement rooms, one at the East 
Natick Scheol and one at the West Natick School, have been converted 
into elementary classrooms. ‘The walls have been painted, asphalt tile 
has been laid on the floor, new lighting fixtures have been installed, chalk 
and tackboards have been constructed, and heating and ventilating units 
have been installed. New elementary pupil furniture has been made avail- 
able. Both of these rooms meet the requirements of local and state 
regulations; they have been worthy additions to the elementary system 
and have helped in caring for the educational requirements of the pupils 
of these areas. 


Major Daniel J. Murphy School — This school, after numerous and 
unavoidable delays in construction, will probably be ready for occupancy 
soon after January 1, 1955. ‘The building consists of six spacious class- 
rooms, toilet facilities, a principal’s room, a teachers’ room, storage space, 
and an all-purpose room or playroom. Each room is heated by warm air 
circulating down the window wall from vents located in the ceiling and 
being exhausted through registers located on the inner classroom wall. 
A similar method of heating occurs in the cther rooms and the corridor, 
oil burning heating units producing warm air which is forced through 
ducts to all sections. The building, with a base of concrete slab, is con- 
structed of prefabricated steel framing and has a tar and gravel roof. 
Acoustic fiber-glass ceiling panels, asphalt tile floors, modern incandes- 
cent lighting fixtures, and suitably painted walls and woodwork provide 
the physical factors conducive to excellent educational results for both 
teacher and pupil. Each classroom will be equipped with modern pupil 
furniture, a sink, a small work counter, a closet, and a coat rack. This 
school of “low-cost construction” has made use of modern materials such 
as tempered masonite and armorply. ‘The exterior is of durable redwood 
requiring practically no maintenance, the windows are of aluminum 
frame, and the roof flashing and conductor pipes are of copper. ‘The edu- 
cational functioning of this building as well as the practicability of this 
type of construction will be interesting to observe. 


Educational — Numerous improvements and new procedures in the 
actual educational program of our public schools have been noted in the 
previous paragraphs of this report. However, there are others that should 
be mentioned.

Much more use has been made of local library facilities and materials 
than in the past. ‘Through the co-operative efforts of the Morse Institute, 
the Bacon Free Library, and the Bookmobile pupils have had an inten- 
sive training in “how to find what they are looking for.” ‘They have been 
made aware of the vast store of information that is available to them, 
and their visitations to the above-mentioned units have been very valu- 
able. Central libraries in many of our schools are being developed. 


Remedial and testing teachers have assisted many of the regular 
teachers in establishing class groups and continue to do so on a con- 
sultant basis in addition to their regular duties, thus helping the class- 
room teacher in her work with pupils of varying abilities. 


Numerous meetings of newly elected teachers with their department 
head, director, or supervisor have taken place. Such meetings enable the 
new teacher to become better acquainted with the school’s philosophy, 
policies, and procedures at the same time reorienting and helping some 
veteran teachers with new teaching techniques and programs. 


Much school time for many supervisors, department heads, and other 
administrators is spent in classroom supervision or at meetings with cer- 
tain school personnel in a co-operative effort to enhance our educational 
procedures and offerings. 


This past year found it necessary to increase the number of teachers 
in practically all main divisions of our school system. Sixty-eight new 
teachers were employed of which forty-five were additional teachers and 
twenty-three were replacements. This was necessary in part because of the 
continued increase in enrollment, in part to the definite need for reduc- 
ing the number of pupils per teacher particularly in the elementary grades 
(the use of the “old high school building’ as an elementary school made 
this possible), in part to the expanded secondary school program of the 
new High School, and in part to the necessity for an additional art teacher 
in the elementary schools and an additional special class teacher. Other 
additional members of the School Department personnel include a school 
nurse, clerks, custodians, and a business manager. The latter’s duties 
include those of developing specifications and advertisements for purchas- 
ing and for bids, the supervision of school building repairs and construc- 
tion, and the general maintenance of all school properties. He is also 
in general charge of all school custodians. ‘This newly created school 
department position is certainly working out very satisfactorily to date 
and should prove to be a means of developing more efficiency and 
economy to the advantage of both the school system and the Town. 


Other programs of an educational nature that have this year been 
developed more so than in the past include the “‘open house” for parents 
held in all schools, the parent-teacher conferences, the pupil-teacher con- 
ferences, and the expansion of the guidance program. By means of an 
extensive survey the School Department determined that some parents 
of boys and girls in our school system were employed on certain military 
projects of the federal government. Thus, the Town of Natick became 
eligible for Federal Aid to Education according to Public Law 874. 
Approximately sixteen thousand dollars have been received much of 
which has been expended for necessary textbooks, library books, supplies 
in the industrial arts department, and some office equipment. Whether a 
similar amount will be received in another year is dependent upon 
numerous factors such as changes in the Federal Law and the Congres- 
sional approval of necessary funds. The survey further indicated that 
Natick does not yet meet the necessary requirements for federal financial 
assistance in school building construction as set forth by Federal Law 815. 


The East Natick School playground has been graded, resurfaced, 
and seeded; a fence has been installed along the southern boundary, and 
an excavation made adjacent to the south side of the school building so 
that an additional paved area for outdoor educational play activities 
may be constructed as soon as weather permits. 


The Town Forest Park science project in East Natick under the 
direction of one of our elementary principals and the installation of the 
nlanetarium in the new High School have already proved to be of much 
educational value.

Conclusion 


The ‘Town of Natick has been very understanding and co-operative 
in attempting to keep up with the numerous educational needs of a very 
rapidly expanding school system. It seems to be sound procedure to con- 
tinue to take advantage of the financial assistance that is available from 
the Commonwealth for school buildings. During the past few years 
Natick has approved and constructed ten educational units including the 
new High School, elementary buildings, and additions. ‘This construction 
has amounted to an approved expenditure approaching $6,000,000.00 of 
which approximately two and one-half million dollars will be reim- 
bursed by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. According to the present 
law state aid for school construction in any city or town in the Common- 
wealth may not be less than 20 per cent nor more than 50 per cent of the 
approved cost of construction. At the present time Natick’s share of state 
aid amounts to 50 per cent of the approved construction cost. ‘There is 
no question but what school enrollment will increase substantially for a 
few more years, possibly leveling off in the early 1960’s. However, if we 
are to maintain an excellent education system, more classrooms and build- 
ings must be made available particularly on the elementary level, for we 
must keep the number of pupils per teacher at a reasonable proportion. 
The problem of proper housing for junior high school pupils is one that 
is not easily solved; in another two years or more evidence indicates that 
we may be able to house pupils of only one grade in the present junior 
high school building. ‘The problem of what to do with the old high school 
building — continue it as an elementary unit, make it into a second 
junior high school (we are aware of its inadequate outdoor facilities), a 
vocational schcol, or a tewn offices-community center building, is another 
problem. ‘The erection of more elementary schools, the construction of 
a new junior high school on the land taken by eminent domain north of 
the turnpike, and similar questions bearing on the financial ability of 
the community are but a few of the problems of concern to your School 
Department. However, may I reiterate that unless we do have additional 
educational facilities in the near future, it will be necessary to make use 
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of practically every space, including gymnasiums and auditoriums, within 
our public school buildings for classrooms. It may be necessary to parti- 
tion these large spaces, or to become involved again in the two-platoon 
elementary system. We must also bear in mind that an addition to the 
new high school may be needed within the next six to ten years. Such a 
possibility was considered when the present building was located on its 
site and when the heating plant and other facilities were designed. An 
addition to this building would have the major utilities readily available. 


Your School Department is well aware of the demands of today’s 
civilization. ‘The need of youth for a good sound education is foremost 
in the minds of those of us who are charged with this responsibility. ‘Vhis 
report is an attempt to produce a brief picture of the general content of 
the educational program, to present some of the changes that have 
occurred, and to indicate the progress that has taken place in the ‘Town’s 
largest department during the past year. We are now educating approxi- 
mately five thousand five hundred pupils in our public schools, and next 
year we anticipate an enrollment of approximately six thousand pupils. 
Let us continue to keep our children armed with the best that education 
can provide. 


The co-operative help of the many officials, departments, and citizens 
of our ‘Town has been sincerely appreciated.

THE DETAILED REPORTS BY THE TREASURER AND BY THE LIBRARIAN ARE 
submitted herewith. 


During the year 1954, the circulation of books and magazines by the 
Morse Institute was 207,669. This increased circulation reflected the con- 
tinuous growth of the Town and the consequently wider use of the facili- 
ties of the library. The prior vacancies in the library staff have been 
filled, and the Librarian and her assistants have been enabled to handle 
the increased work load. The increased salaries previded by the ‘Town 
now are reasonably consistent with those provided by communities com- 
parable to Natick, and these merited advances are appreciated greatly. 


We have come to a time when important major renovations are 
necessary for the interior and exterior of cur old library building. ‘The 
last major renovations were the addition of a stack room in 1928 and the 
erection of our World War I Memorial in 1940. Extensive renovations 
are needed for the roof, the windows, the floors, the lighting system and 
for interior modernization. The Trustees are convinced that renovation 
of the Children’s Department of the library will permit a more efficient 
and helpful staff operation. Some of these needed renovations have been 
postponed during recent years for the reason that other municipal needs, 
such as the school building program, appeared to be more urgent. How- 
ever, we feel that maintenance and reasonable renovation of the library 
building should not be delayed any longer. 


Plans for a second Bookmobile are under consideration, but the 
purchase of this additional facility is not urged for the current year, 


We welcome the Librarian for the library established in our new 
High School, and we trust that this new library for High School students 
may be very successful. 


We appreciate greatly the fine service rendered by the Librarian 
and by the Assistants upon the library staff, and we are very grateful 
for the continucus support of the ‘Townspeople.

1954 WAS ANOTHER YEAR OF PROGRESS FOR THE Morsek INSTITUTE. THE 
circulation of books for the year shows a substantial gain of about 
12,000 over the number circulated the previous year, making a total of 
207,669 books. ‘There are now 66,789 volumes in the library. Of these 
2400 were new books which were added during the year. 


The variety of references questions answered, at the desk and over 
the telephone during the year, shows the wide range of interests of the 
people of Natick. Such questions as: the merits of plastic and ceramic 
tile and how to set them, the method for coloring baby chicks, the 
molasses explosion in Boston in 1921, antibiotics, juvenile delinquency, 
and the measurements of a tennis court, besides the numerous requests 
of the students. 


In September the library was very fortunate in filling the cataloging 
vacancy. Mrs. Ellen Earley of Cochituate, who has a degree in Library 
Science from the University of Michigan and has had varied experience 
in several public libraries, accepted the position. Fer the first time in 
several years the library has a full staff. 


Book exhibits have been supplied for the P.T.A., the Evening 
Division of the Woman’s Club and the Woman’s Club. Book lists were 
compiled on Child Study for the P.T.A., on Freedom and Individual 
Liberty for the League of Women Vcters and Christmas Book Gifts 
for Children for the Evening Division of the Woman’s Club. In April 
the Natick Chapter, Women’s American ORT had an unusual and 
very interesting display of copper tooling and a foreign exhibit of 
work done by students trained in ORT schools in 19 different countries. 


Two staff members have begun to work for a degree in Library 
Science at Simmons College and a third member is taking a State Uni- 
versity Extension Course in Reference Work. In April the Librarian 
attended the Natick Community Conference on Children and Youth 
at the Junior High School, which was called to see what could be done 
toward improving the town’s service to young pecple. Library meetings 
were attended by the Librarian and staff members in Northfield, Boston, 
Swampscott, Brookline, Concord, Braintree and Waltham. 


The Bookmobile has shown an increase of almost 2000 in its cir- 
culation this year. The secticns of town now receiving bookmobile 
service are East Natick, North Natick, the Pelhams, Robinhood and 
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Sherwood, as well as 5 schools. With the present full schedule it has 
not been possible to add Wethersfield and Westfield. It is hoped that 
a solution to this problem can be found. 


As the cataloging vacancy has been filled the library is now ready 
to begin to make additions to the record collection. Many of those first 
purchased are now ready to be discarded and replaced. ‘The collection 
will also be enlarged next year. 


The children’s library has been unusually busy, with its reference 
capacities utilized to the utmost. More table space is needed. Since 
the opening of the Center School this fall to the 5th and 6th grades, 
these classes, through the co-operation of the School Department, have 
been visiting the children’s room in the morning to become familiar 
with the library and to take out books. Most of these children come 
to school on buses and would net otherwise have an opportunity to 
come to the brary. One of the functions of a library is to stimulate 
the child’s interest in reading by providing the best in children’s litera- 
ture. If these habits are firmly established the child will always have 
a love for books which will be carried through his adult life. 


The children’s library has its own story hour cnce a week and has 
selected collection of books for the story hours that have been held at 
the Bennett-Hemenway School under the direction of Mrs. Sol Koren- 
berg. The purchase of a large electric fan made the children’s room 
much more comfortable during the hot weather. 


Four girl scouts were awarded their Library badges after receiving 
instruction from the Librarian and completing the required number 
of hours of service in the library. ‘Three Brownie troops were given 
library instruction by the children’s librarian. 


The present library building was built in 1873 and was opened 
to the public January 1874, In 1928 a stack room was added to the 
building, the adult library was moved downstairs and the children’s 
library upstairs. Since that time no major improvements have been 
made with the exception of the remodelling of the entrance to the 
building as a War Memorial in 1940. If the library is to keep pace 
with the growth of the town, funds should be provided to make the 
building more suitable for modern library service. 


To meet the requirements of its increased use, the children’s library 
should be remcdelled so that there would be more book shelves, attrac- 
tive functional furniture, including a library charging desk, modern 
lighting and an adequate working area for the staff. The children’s 
room should be made appealing to the eye through the proper use 
of color. For the adult library much better lighting is needed, repaint- 
ing and a new tile floor. 


During the next year the library should begin reregistering its 
borrowers to bring the files up to date. ‘This would be an ideal time 
to introduce a modern mechanical system for charging out books, by 
means of an electric charging machine. It would be faster and more 
accurate than charging books by hand. These charging machines are 
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now in use in a number of the libraries in this area and have proved 
most satisfactory. 


The several attractive flower arrangements furnished by the Garden 
Club during November and December have been greatly appreciated. 
The Library has been recipient of many gifts of books during the year 
and is most grateful for them. Some have been added to its collection 
and others were given to a small library in Effingham, New Hampshire, 
very much in need of them. 


The library is again indebted to the Natick Bulletin and the Natick 
Herald for printing the Library Column and to the Natick Federal 
Savings and Loan Association for keeping it supplied with book marks. 


For the co-operation and loyalty of the staff and the understanding 
_ of the Trustees the Librarian wishes to express her gratitude.

DuRING THE WINTER SEASON THE SKATING AREAS IN SOUTH NATICK, BEHIND 
the Lincoln Scheol and at Coolidge Field were in constant use. ‘This 
definitely demands an immediate search for additional safe skating areas 
in other sections of the ‘Town, so that this healthful outdoor recreation 
may enjoy greater participation. 


After the March elections, Mr. William Lacrosse resigned, and Mr. 
Donald Smith was appointed to the board. Mr. Smith has been very 
active in the Little and Peny Leagues of this ‘Town and added immensely 
to the cause of good play areas, 


In the spring, the Park Department built a Pony League ball dia- 
mond and a practice football field in the rear of Memorial Field. 
‘Thanks to the Commanding General of the Q.M.R. & D. and the Public 
Works Department for their cooperation in obtaining a goodly quantity 
of loam thereby keeping the cost of this project at a minimum. ‘The net 
savings to the ‘Town amounted to approximately $2,000.00. 


At Memorial Beach, another successful season was enjoyed by young 
and old alike. There is still room for a lot of improvements at this beach 
as soon as it is finally decided who will maintain this property. ‘The 
Department, however, was successful in enlarging the beach by approxi- 
mately 200 feet towards the new Senior High School. This was done with 
the consent and cooperation of the New Senior High School Committee. 
Hurricane Carol and Edna raised havoc with this area and practically 
all the sand has been washed into the pond. 


The Common has had a face lifting by rearranging shrubbery. Roses 
bloomed beautifully around the G.A.R. monument, while the flower bed 
was resplendant with the hues of varied colored annuals during the entire 
summer. ‘The flagpole was blown down during the hurricane and will 
be -reblaced in, 1955. 


The Park Department was requested to maintain all Pony and Little 
League Fields in the middle of the season. If the contingency were fore- 
seen, it would have been a part of the Departmental budget and the con- 
ditions of the fields greatly improved. 


Due to the ever increasing scope of Departmental activities, a request 
was made to and approved by the Finance Board for an additional 
employee permanently. 


The present quarters for departmental equipment are most in- 
adequate and it is sincerely hoped that serious consideration will be 
given in the immediate future fer procurement of a municipal garage.

Director of Recreation 


THE DirREcTorR’s FIRST FULL YEAR IN NATICK WAS SPENT EXPLAINING THE 
proposed recreation program to various organizations in ‘Town and ac- 
quainting them with the professional definition of ideal recreation. 
Along with this considerable time was utilized in carrying out the poli- 
cies and program of the Recreation Commission. 


The fall and winter recreation program included a boys’ basketball 
program operating on Wednesday, ‘Thursday, and Friday nights as well 
as an adult league on ‘Tuesday nights. Rifle teams were started at the 
Shaw gym in South Natick under the direction of Hanson Hedderig and 
Tony Pais, and the Recreation Department is still co-operating to see that 
this activity continues on a permanent basis. 


For the girls a program was started on Saturday mornings consist- 
ing of arts and crafts, dancing, active and quiet games. Lincoln, Elict, 
Bennett-Hemenway, Johnson, Lilja and Brown Schools were used for 
this program. Also for the boys and girls of the elementary schools, 
square dances were sponsored at Lilja, East Natick, Lincoln, Eliot, 
Bennett-Hemenway, Brown, and Johnson Schools. In the spring an 
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Award Night, at which the boys received trophies and shields for partici- 
pation and good sportsmanship in the Little and Pony League basket- 
ball, was held at the Lincoln School. 


Attendance at the hobby classes during the 1953-54 seasons was 
very good. Classes were offered at the Bennett-Hemenway, East Natick, 
and Junior High Schools. ‘Vhese included courses in ceramics, home 
decorating, oil painting, pencil sketching, wood shop, dressmaking, 
tailoring, rug hooking, bridge, and photography. 


Skating supervision was provided for South Natick, Lincoln, Jennings 
Pond, Bennett-Hemenway, Brown and Walnut Hill. Sliding areas cov- 
ered included were Walnut Hill and the School Street Extension. 


The summer playground program, despite one of the wettest sum- 
mers in Natick’s history, drew a large attendance. ‘The weekly attendance 
figures are shown below.

Some of the varied activities offered on the playgrounds were doll 
shows, pet shows, amateur shows, handcrafts, dancing, horseshoes, paddle 
tennis, volleyball, checkers, baseball, softball, dramatics, fields and field 
trips. 


Registration for swimming instructions at Dug Pond showed over 
400 names. ‘This speaks for the desirability and continuance of this 
program.

Field days, dances, and Halloween parties were included 
in these programs. 


With continued co-operation from the various organizations and 
the townspeople, the Director can continue to carry out the policies of 
the Commission in a program that will more adequately fill the needs 
of all of our citizens.

CHANGES IN PERSONNEL AND THE SECURING OF A FULL TIME WORKER TO 
carry out the policies of the Recreation Commission have greatly en- 
hanced our opportunities for service to the community. Mr. Connors 
has definite office hours from 1:00 P.M. to 3:00 P.M. each day and can 
be reached by telephone — OL 3-8430. 


Continuing with the plans outlined in the annual reports of the last 
few years the Lilya School area has been fully equipped and the ball field 
made available for Little League play. This location is now one of the 
better play areas with adequate shade and ample play space. 


Changes have been made at Hunnewell playground. The apparatus 
formerly on the lower playground near the river has been moved to the 
upper playground near the Shaw gymnasium. ‘This change brings the 
children under constant supervision and removes the danger, to the small 
ones, of falling in the river. It is now proposed, and money has been 
asked for in the annual budget, to build a multi-purpose area on the 
lower area away from the river. ‘This area could be used for skating for 
small children, basketball, tennis, etc. 


Bathing Beach 


‘The Commission has taken over life saving and water safety at Dug 
Pond and during the past summer a schedule of classes for all age groups 
was arranged. To do this work adequately it will be necessary to have 
additional instructors and a longer area of the beach reserved just for 
swimming and life saving instruction. It now appears that the Commis-

sion will be asked to take cver the complete supervision of the bathing 
beach including beach guards and life guards. With the rapid growth 
in population of the Town of Natick it becomes increasingly evident that 
Dug Pond Bathing Beach will be inadequate unless some restrictive 
measures are imposed. The use of the facilities should be strictly limited 
to residents of Natick. Since this is primarily a bathing beach it should 
not be used as a picnic ground nor should people plan to stay all day. 
If a two hour limit is imposed many more people can use the facilities 
comfortably during the day. To put this plan in operation it will be 
necesary to fence the beach area and restrict the admission to a single 
opening. 
Whitney Field Playground 

A chain link fence authorized under Article 22 of the Annual ‘Town 
Meeting has been installed along the Washington Avenue and LaGrange 
Street boundaries of Whitney Field. We have been assured that the ball 
field will be rebuilt and ready for use in late June, 1955. The multi- 
purpose area, proposed a year ago, will have to be postponed to a later 
date because of lack of funds. 

Lincoln Playground 

The construction of a ball field, under authorization of Article 25 
of Special Town Meeting, April 27, 1954, suitable for elementary and 
Little League play was begun during the past summer. We have been 
assured this field will be completed and ready for use by late June, 1955. 
There is more work to be done on the skating area that it may be given 
full use. A shelter, 36 ft. x 12 ft., which will contain a sand box, benches, 
and tables has been included in the budget for the coming year. 

Bennett-Hemenway Playground 

A great need at this playground is shade. ‘There are absolutely no 
shade trees in the whole ten acre area. It is proposed to build a shelter, 
36 ft. x 12 ‘ft., for sand box, work table, benches; etcs Dheregaresareat 
potentialities here and it should eventually be one of our finest recrea- 
tion areas with tennis courts, wading pool, skating area and game fields. 

Brown Playground 

A multipurpose court has been proposed for Brown. ‘This, if com- 
pleted, will give a hard surface area suitable for all season play — basket- 
ball, tennis, skating, etc. ‘This ten acre area should be cleared and leveled 
that proper games’ fields can be laid out. 

Advisory Council 

In order that we may more adequately serve the people of all parts 
of Natick an Advisory Counsel on Recreation has been appointed, rep- 
resentative of various departments and all sections of the ‘Yown. Anthony 
J. Pais of South Natick was elected chairman of the Council and Mrs. 
Winthrop Robbins of East Natick is secretary. It is the purpose of the 
Commission to keep the Council advised as to what is being done in 
recreation that they may report back to their several communities and it 
is the function of the Council to discuss and evaluate proposals for the 
improvement of recreational procedures that come from the various 
sections of the ‘Town and bring these proposals before the Commission.

Health Department 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES REPORTED WERE 656. HOME VISITS MADE ON CON- 
tagious numbered 1173. Among the diseases most prevalent this year 
were mumps, chickenpox and measles. 


Over 1100 child volunteers took part in the Salk polio vaccine 
innoculation tests during the 3 clinics held at the Brown and Lincoln 
schools in May and June. 


We are grateful for the many hours of effort of the volunteer 
doctors, nurses, Red Cross workers and recorders in making this trial 
a SUCCESS. 


Six poliomyelitis cases were reported this year. Five of these were 
non-paralytic, 


During March, April and May 966 children were innoculated at 
the Lincoln School immunizing clinic (protection against Diphtheria, 
Wheoping Cough and Tetanus). Babies and Pre-school children num- 
bering 305 received similar injections at the Board of Health Rooms 
during special clinics in March, April, May and June. 
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There were 41 Well Baby clinics held during this year. Over 100 
newborn home visits were made in connection with this service.

Our veterinarian made 19 farm visits and examined 326 farm 
animals. All were found free from contagious diseases. Eight hundred 
three dogs were vaccinated at the Rabies Clinics. One hundred twenty- 
five dog bites were reported. All these dogs were examined and quaran- 
tined. No Rabies were found. 


A portable swing fog sprayer was purchased to supplement the 
truck-mounted insecticide sprayer, and has proven effective in reaching 
inaccessible places. Spraying was done from April to October, and 
during that time the men and equipment were continuously active. 


The new laboratory to date is near completion with the purchasing 
of a new incubator, hot air sterilizer and other apparatus to meet mini- 
mum standards of the chemical and bacteriological analysis of milk, 
water and eating utensils. We anticipate state approval of this labora- 
tory sometime this year. 


An X-ray survey was conducted by our sanitarian for food handlers. 
A total of 523 food handlers were x-rayed and all were free from lung 
infection at that time. Periodic sanitary surveys are made by the sani- 
tarian on markets, eating establishments, nurseries, mobile canteens, 
bakeries and overnight cabins. Chemical and bacteriological analysis 
are also made on water, milk and frozen desserts periodically to deter- 
mine if they fall within the required standards. 


A sanitary survey was made on all public and private bathing 
beaches in the ‘Town by our sanitarian and a sanitary engineer from 
the State Department of Public Health. 


Dug Pond, Lake Cochituate, Nonesuch Pond and Jennings Pond 
tested satisfactorily throughout the summer months for swimming pur- 
poses. The Charles River did not test satisfactorily the last three weeks 
of the swimming season, but tested within the limits the rest of the 
swimming season. 
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In 1955 we intend to round out the minimum requirements for 
health departments by undertaking a home accident prevention program 
and a general health education program. This should prove of value 
to the average householder as well as to industrial, civic and fraternal 
groups.

Trustees’ Report 


STATISTICS FOR THE YEAR 1954 INDICATE THE TIMELINESS OF THE HOSPITAL 
building addition and the enlargement of facilities. A community has 
an obligation and a responsibility to provide services and accommoda- 
tions which its citizens cannot provide individually. In this respect, 
Natick may consider that it has acquitted itself properly. 


It seems likely that Natick as a community of attractive, convenient 
home sites has not reached its maximum growth. Natick’s industrial 
development has made noteworthy initial progress through the location 
of the Ford Plant, the Quartermaster Laboratories, and the Carling 
Plant now under construction. ‘The reasonable expectation of further 
home and industrial expansion is a factor of importance in the relation 
it bears to hospital administration. Comparative statistics for the years 
1953 and 1954 disclose a marked upward trend. It may be of interest to 
highlight several categories. Whether or not the upward trend will con- 
tinue into and beyond 1955 cannot be forecast.

Payroll expense, which will approximate $325,000.00 in 1954, con- 
tinues an upward trend. This item of operating cost must receive ex- 
haustive study and straight-forward treatment. A hospital particularly 
requires a stable staff of professional and non-professional workers. It 
is not realistic to expect that this essential requirement can be met unless 
employment is attractive in all respects. ‘The solution of this phase is 
especially difficult. It is primarily a problem of income and expense. 


The problem of income 1s distorted seriously by accounts outstand- 
ing. Every effort is made to collect for services rendered. In emergency 
cases of accident and sickness, a hospital cannot question a person’s ability 
to pay and make it a condition of admittance. 


There are three principal sources of income. Rates for services, 
income from Trust Funds, and a nominal contribution of $1,000.00 
from the Community Fund. Occasional gifts and legacies are received 
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without stipulated restrictions that may be used fcr current expenses. 
The Trustees are pleased to express deep gratitude for these gifts. In 
this connection, it seems timely to comment on charitable gifts. 1iats 
quite possible that such gifts could be directed to the Hospital if its needs 
were known more generally. The hospital should be recommended 
whenever possible to those who wish to distribute a portion of their 
money to a very worthy cause. 


The Ccffee Shoppe which is operated by the Ladies’ Aid Association 
with the assistance of voluntary workers per forms a very practical service 
for patients, visitors and hospital personnel. 


The Trustees again extend to the Manager, the Professional Staff, 
and the Hospital Personnel, a sincere word of appreciation. ‘The satis- 
faction which comes from receiving the stamp of “Appreved” by the 
American College of Surgeons and the Department of Health of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts may be shared by all. 


On December 27, 1954, Mr. Ralph Sweetland requested the accept- 
ance of his resignation as a ‘Trustee. Mr. Sweetland served as ‘Trustee 
for 40 years, twenty years as President of the Board. In their acceptance 
of his resignaton, the Trustees paid a well deserved tribute to Mr. Sweet- 
land whose unselfish devoticn to the hospital has been without parallel. 


Mr. William F. Bigelow, 52 Walnut Street, was elected a Trustee 
for the unexpired term. 


The reports of the Treasurer and Manager follow and are to be 
considered a part of this report.

Report of the Director 1954 


This year the hospital changed to a fiscal year ending September 30 
to comply with the ruling of the Division of Hospital Costs and Finances 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. “Therefore, the financial report 
covers a nine-month period only as three months had been reported for 


the previous year. 


Having the new part of the hospital has been a great advantage in 
treating the patients and making them comfortable. It still is expensive 
to operate a hospital which runs twenty-fcur hours a day seven days a 


week and has a Pay Roll alone of over $300,000 dollars yearly. 
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The Ladies’ Aid Association during the past year has added the 
operation of a Coffee Shoppe to its activities and this has proved pleasant 
for those visiting and working at the hcspital and profitable as well. 
This association and many others in the ‘Town, including the Elks espe- 
cially this year, have been most generous to the hospital and have done 
many favors for the patients. 


The Natick Chapter of the American Red Cross has helped im- 
measurably with the Blood Program at the hospital. The various ‘Town 
Departments have been most helpful in many ways, all of which we 
appreciate. 


The Medical Staff continues to give excellent service to the hospital 
and its patients. We have smoothed out many misunderstandings caused 
when people have moved here from cities and have been used to the 
clinic services of large hospitals which we are not in a position to give. 


The Leonard Morse Hospital is giving good service to the people 
of Natick and neighboring towns. We welcome inspection at all times 
and are glad to give any information or assistance when we are able.

THe Natick Houstinc AUTHORITY CONSISTS OF FIFTY-TWO FAMILY UNITS 
built at a cost of $9,615 a unit and rents for an average of $46.52. 


Rentals are based on the following: for families with less than three 
minor dependents 18°% of their income constitutes the monthly rental; 


for families of three or more minor dependents [427 Olmtieiraincoine, 
The minimum rental is set at $30. 


Action taken by the Authority this year of direct financial advantage 
to the tenant was the depositing cf Authority funds in local savings 


banks—bringing in added annual revenue of $525 or a saving of 83c 
a month per tenant. 


The state suggested to the Authority that the utility equipment 
be sold to the local company. Since the utility (gas) is purchased at 
wholesale and passed on to the tenants at cost (approximately $3. a 
month for cooking and refrigeration) the local Authority voted to dis- 
regard this suggestion as its acceptance would have increased the tenant’s 
cost by a very considerable amount as they would have been billed at 
the retail rate. 


Of financial advantage to the ‘Yown of Natick has been the pay- 
ment of $1,872 in lieu of taxes. ‘This contribution is approximately 
$450 greater than in any previous year. 


The Authority has for some time been engaged in discussions, engi- 
neering reports, and contacting utility companies and contractors in an 
effort to arrive at the most advantageous solution of a serious. heater- 
room problem. ‘This extensive survey has been completed and early 
action which will be in the mutual interest of the Authority and the 
tenants is expected. 


Gross project income averages approximately $29,000 annually. It is 
disturbing to note however that net project income has been declining 
at the rate cf approximately $1,000 a year. This is due in a large part 
to repair, maintenance, and replacement costs. “The Authority is endeavor- 
ing to halt this trend and much study is to be given to management 
and maintenance costs.

Planning Board 


THE PLANNING BOARD DURING 1954 HELD ITS REGULAR MONTHLY MEETINGS, 
five special meetings, four conferences with sub-dividers and the series 
of Public Hearings required on the Articles for the ‘Town Meetings. 


The Planning Board’s representation on the Industrial Council 
required preparation of data for Carlings and fer several other pros- 
pective Industrial Firms that are considering Natick as a future home. 


During the ensuing year, the Planning Board has decided to hold 
a regular meeting on the third ‘Tuesday of each month. Since plot plans 
are by statute required to be signed by the Planning Board even though 
they do not require sub-division action, this regular monthly meeting 
date would serve as a convenience for those with plot plans to be signed 
by the Planning Board. Some Boards have delegated this authority to 
an individual but for the time being the Natick Planning Board con- 
siders wise, even though entailing a little extra work, to require a 
majority of the Board Members to sign the plot plans. 


An examination of the Building Inspector’s records show that the 
forecast of the Planning Board in regard to residential building last 
year was conservative. With approximately only 200 building permits 
issued this year in Natick and with a number of them still being part 
of unfinished sub-divisions, it is quite evident that the slump in resi- 
dential building is going further even than anticipated. 1953 had some 
366 permits and it was only a year or two before that that we had 600 
permits in a single year. 


The Board feels that existing lot sizes and frontages are satisfactory 
for the ensuing year and, therefore, is not recommending any changes 
at this time. Several proposed extensions are requested for both Industrial 
and Business areas and early hearings are planned on these petitions. 


A study is in progress regarding the size and location of Industrial 
Zoning. ‘To date the prospects of the Industrial Council have con- 
sidered the Industrial Areas offered in Natick as satisfactory but the 
toll road may cause a reconsideration of certain areas.

1954 marked the first year in over a decade that the Planning 
Board has not approved one or more sub-divisions. While large areas 
of land with a sub-division potential are still available, it is evident 
that the developers are seeking lower cost land and less costly sub- 
division regulations. While the Planning Board is not of the opinion 
that residential sub-divisions building in Natick has ceased, it definitely 
feels that those of the future will be of a slower tempo and in that 
manner the compensating factors may have a chance at leveling their 
impact. A number of low activity years would seem the immediate 
forecast. 


This brings up a most important question that the Planning Board 
feels should have serious study. Since there were no sub-divisions in 
1954 and no applications of preliminary studies have been reviewed for 
1955, the Board feels it might be well to re-examine the grade school 
statistics. If two new grade schools are contemplated, one in 1955 and 
one in 1956, it might be possible by the elimination of kindergarten 
rooms for several years to get by with one school. At the present we 
are devoting approximately twelve rooms to kindergarten use. ‘This 
is the equivalent of a school and a half and, while the desirability of 
kindergarten facilities is not debatable in the opinion of many, their 
elimination for a few years might ease the tax burden of many. 


Therefore, in view of a declining birth rate and a substantial 
building slump, these facts require a courageous re-examination of our 
school problem — particularly as it pertains to the lower grades. ‘The 
Board is indebted to the other ‘Town Departments for their co-operation 
during the past year.

Committee Reports 
HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


‘THE NEW HIGH SCHOOL OPENED FOR THE FALL TERM ON SEPTEMBER 13, 1954. 
On October 31, 1954, Open House was held, and the auditorium dedi- 
cated as the Col. Jeremiah J. Healy Auditorium. 


At the Special Tfown Meeting on April 27, 1954, it was voted to 
provide a playfield area immediately south of the school buildings. 
This area was laid out to encompass a football practice field, a baseball 
diamond, outdoor tennis and basketball courts, and field hockey, volley- 
ball and softball play areas. ‘The Committee reports that this project 
is now essentially completed. 


Financially, the school and play fields were planned, constructed, 
completed and equipped within the original appropriations voted by 
the ‘Town. 


‘The Committee has been ever mindful of the expensive and dis- 
rupting period of adjustment which would have resulted if the school 
were not ready as scheduled. In having such a sizeable project ready 
for use in the short time of sixteen months after ground breaking, the 
Committee wishes to acknowledge the co-operation of the architects, 
engineers and consultants, as well as the help of the ‘Town departments 
and utilities. 


As of December 31, 1954, not all of the contracts involved were 
completed. Some of the minor furnishings are yet to be supplied. 
However, the Committee expects to have all the details completed within 
the next few months. A complete report will be submitted as socn as 
all the financial details and accounts are assessed. 


The Committee’s policy was to build a school to meet the require- 
ments of the Town and one which would be satisfactory to the Massa- 
chusetts School Building Assistance Commission, “The Committee was 
able to do this within the appropriation, and it is very interesting to 
note that the final figures show that the total cost, including furnishings 
and architectural and engineering fees, is $17.85 a square foot. ‘The 
average in Massachusetts between 1947 and 1953 was $18.56 a square 
foot. Naturally, these costs have gone up considerably since this average 
was established. ‘Therefore, the Committee feels gratified in having 
produced a school which is acquiring national repute, at a cost lower 
than the State average. According to the architects and school con- 
sultants, were such a school built today, the cost undoubtedly would 
be nearly 10% higher. 


The Committee hopes that at some future date the ‘Town will see 
fit to surface West Street properly — past the football field to South 
Main Street. 


The Committee suggests that the so-called Hill brush dump _ be 


reacquired by the ‘Town, properly landscaped and included in _ the 
school campus.

The Committee advocates the extension of the water mains through 
West Street to provide more adequate water supply in the whole general 
area. The Fire Department has stated this to be a future necessity. 


The Committee wishes to bring to the attention of the ‘Town that 
it has provided space and facilities to allow for the addition of another 
school building unit when needed. ‘This can be accomplished by extend- 
ing the corridor facing the gymnasium towards the lake. ‘This unit 
could be of size similar to the academic wing, and would provide 
approximately 30-40 extra classrooms. 


The ‘Town is very fortunate in having the State’s contribution in 
financing the school increased to 50%, which makes the overall project 
cost the Town much less than originally anticipated. 


The Committee requests it be continued during the calendar year 
of 1955, and will make its final report for the Town Report of 1955. 


The school is functioning most efficiently, and should serve the 
‘Town requirements for a great many years.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 


DURING THE YEAR THE TOWN OBTAINED FOUR WALKIE ‘TALKIE RADIOS 
through the Federal Matching Funds program. ‘These radios were . 
assigned to the Fire Department and Police Department for emergency 
use. ‘The Rescue equipment which was purchased by the same program 
has been delivered and is at the Central Fire Station ready for use. 


Mr. Henry Prunaret has joined the Staff of the Civil Defense Agency 
as Planning Officer and Coordinator. Captain John A. Morris of the 
Fire Department attended the Rescue Training course at the Federal 
Civil Defense College at Olney, Maryland. 


The Auxiliary Police held its training periods throughout the year 
under the supervision of Sergeant ‘Thomas J. McEvoy, Jr. of the Police 
Department. ‘This unit assisted greatly during the hurricanes and on 
other occasions when deemed necessary by Police Chief W. Joseph Shea. 


Talks were given and Civil Defense pictures were shown to various 
organizations throughout the year by the Director and Deputy Director. 
The purpose of this program is to alert civic minded groups to the need 
of Civil Defense. As a result of the program, the E. P. Clarke Post No. 107, 
American Legion, is forming Rescue Squads for use in any emergency. 
The training of these squads will be under the jurisdiction of Deputy 
Director, Fire Chief Lyman G. Brown, Captain John A. Morris and 
Captain Thomas F. Morris. ‘These three men are all members of the 
Rescue Training course at Olney, Maryland. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the Townspeople, the various 
members of the Civil Defense Agency and Staff for their cooperation and 
assistance during the hurricanes and to Myer Goodwin who so generously 
donated the use of the buses for transportation uses.

THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED UNDER ARTICLE 47 OF THE WARRANT OF THE 
Town Meeting of March 1952, which provided for a committee of five 
as a Town Manager Committee to “make a study and recommendations 
on the ‘Town Manager form of Government” reports that the study is 
progressing, although due to delays beyond our control, specific recom- 
mendations cannot be presented to the town as soon as was originally 
planned. 


The chairman, Albert S. Hill, resigned early last year due to a 
change in position. To date the committee has evaluated the essential 
background in respect to the Massachusetts ‘Town Manager plan and 
the extent to which the plan has been adopted, the procedures involved 
and the basic nature of the town manager form of municipal admin- 
istration. 


In its first report it outlined six steps as a working agenda based 
on a broad definition of the duties contained in the ‘Town vote. The 
first four steps have been accomplished. The remaining two will require 
considerable time for individual investigation and research. To that 
end the committee considers itself most fortunate to have secured the 
acceptance of Elizabeth B. Coolidge, a member of the Natick League 
of Women Voters, and Robert F. Fairbanks, associate editor of the 
Natick Bulletin, to assist in the study. Both of these people have made 
an extensive study of this form of government and both have under- 
taken a basic but comprehensive study of Natick, its government and 
its present operation. 


Prior to the conclusion of this study and the preparation of its 
recommendations, the Town Manager Study Committee requests that 
interested citizens and town officials co-operate with it. We ask par- 
ticularly that any civic group, town agency or individual having any 
suggestions or ideas as to how the Town Manager form of Govern- 
ment, now in an evolutionary precess in Massachusetts, could or could 
not be adjusted to fit the requirements of the ‘Town. 


The committee requests the acceptance of this report of progress 
and asks to be continued.

MOVING TOWN OFFICES COMMITTEE 


THE COMMITTEE, APPOINTED BY THE MODERATOR, UNDER ARTICLE 49 OF 
the Warrant for the 1954 Annual Town Meeting, met with various 
departments and landlords in order to arrange for additional space for 
the ‘Town’s rented offices to provide for the next five years. 


Commencing June 24th and completed by July Ist the following 
changes in office space rentals were made: ‘The ‘Town ‘Treasurer, ‘Town 
Accountant and Board of Assessors moved from Clark’s Block to the 
second floor of the Masonic Block. ‘The Building Inspector and the 
Planning Board moved from the Trust Company Building and the 
West Central Building (Legion) to the Masonic Block where these two 
similar departments now share one large office with ample space for 
the Board of Appeals hearings. 
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A good, adequate relocation of the ‘Town Clerk’s office to meet 
state requirements was accomplished by moving to the three room suite 
formerly occupied by the Assessors. 


The Civil Defense, Park Department, and Recreation Commission 
were moved from the R&L Building to the rooms formerly occupied 
by the Town Clerk. 


These moves reduced by three the number of separate buildings 
rented to house various town ofhfices. 


Three new fireproof Grade A safes were purchased, one each for 
the ‘Treasurer, Accountant and Assessors. ‘hese together with the vault 
in the new location for the ‘Town Clerk’s office provide proper storage 
for records both current and for the past ten years. 


The vault in the present Civil Defense office and a vault in the 
basement of the Police-Courthouse building is the only available fireproof 
facility for the storage of vital records more than ten years of age. 


The Committee has submitted an Article to the 1955 Annual ‘Town 
Meeting to see if the Town will vote to construct and equip a storage 
vault in the Center School (former senior high) in order to provide 


proper and adequate fireproof storage for the ‘Town’s vital records 
which are more than ten years old. 


As the duties for which this committee was appointed have been 
completed, the Committee wishes to be discharged.

COMMITTEE TO STUDY ALL TELEPHONES USED 
FOR TOWN DEPARTMENTS 


By AUTHORIZATION UNDER ARTICLE 6, SECTION F OF THE ANNUAL TOwN 
Meeting for 1954, the ‘Town Moderator appointed a committee to study 
all ‘Telephones Used for ‘Town Departments.

Reommendation 


The recommendations being made have been reached by a process 
of elimination. ‘The problem was considered first on the basis of a 
composite of all departments. On this basis the Present is the best 
arrangement. 
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Next the problem was considered by separate accounts. On this basis 
the recommendations which follow appear feasible. 


Il. Regrade from Flat Rate Service to Measured Rate. Service is 
recommended for three departments: Public Works, Fire, and Welfare. 
The estimated saving potential amounts to $106.45 per month but due 
to the variable factor of telephone usage, the saving may be less. ‘There 
is reason for assurance that the cost after the recommended changes will 
not exceed the Present basic cost (see Detail of Recommendation.) 


2. Regrade from Flat Rate Service to Measured Rate Service also 
is recommended for Civil Defense, the Recreation Department, and the 
Board of Registrars. ‘('elephone usage in these cases may be expected to 
vary considerably due to the nature of the work performed. ‘The potential 
Saving per month in these three cases amount to $19.50. In these cases 
also, there is reason for assurance that the cost after the recommended 
changes will not exceed the Present basic cost. 


3. Disconnect the Flat Rate Business telephone, $13.00 per month, 
provided by the Board of Health for the Dental Clinic located in the 
Center School. In its place provide an Extension ‘Telephone at $1.50 
monthly from the Center Schoel Switchboard which is equipped with 
Flat Rate Switchboard ‘Trunks. 


It would seem that the School Department should provide this tele- 
phone service without cost to the Board of Health inasmuch as the prin- 
cipal business of the Dental Clinic is in the interest of the Schools. ‘The 
cost amounts to $1.50 per month for an Extension from the Switchboard.

The gross basic monthly saving of $236.75 does not prove large 
enough to offset the charges for the additional message units which are 


likely to be made in excess of the monthly allowance. 


The allowance is 65 message units per month, per Measured Rate 
Telephone. On the basis of 21 business days average per month, the 


allowance amounts to approximately 3 units per day. 
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AeLinitaisva period of conversation of 5 minutes or fraction thereof 


at the rate of 5 cents. Hence the gross saving of $236.75 is 23,675 cents 
or 4,735 unit periods. 


Telephone usage based on the requested tally count indicates that 
13 of the 18 ‘Town Departments would exceed the monthly allowance 
cf 65 message units per month per measured rate telephone. In the 
ageregate this excess amounts to an estimated 5074 calls. It cannot be 
determined on how many of these calls the conversation extended beyond 
the 5 minute measuring period of a unit, and no data is available to 
estimate the ratio of units to calls. 


Hence the following detail is in terms of calls:

Therefore, considering the composite of all departments, it is evident 
that calls in excess of the measured service allowance are greater than the 
number of calls, 4,735, which are the equivalent of the gross saving in 
terms of the basic charges. ‘This means that Proposal No. 1 produces a 
net loss, and entails greater telephone expense than the Present.

Proposal No. 2 assumes a ‘Town Switchboard to be covered by an 
attendant seven days a week around the clock. 


On such a switchboard, intercommunicating calls are not in the 
chargeable category; these calls amount to 1237. 


Under the system as proposed, the measured service unit allowance 
for the switchboard would be 65 units, —8 switchboard trunks at $6.50 
for the first trunk and $3.50 for each of the seven in addition. ‘This com- 
bination costs $31.00 monthly with an allowance of 65 message units. 
Another combination possibility is covered in a following paragraph. 


After deducting the intercommunicating calls from the total calls 
in excess of 65 (refer back to the column headed Calls in excess of 65), 
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there are 4,722 calls in excess of the allowance, and the cost of these will 
amount to $236.10. 


Hence the cost of Proposal No. 2 before figuring the cost of attend- 
ant time and the flat charge for private cable installation, will be $189.45 
plus $236.10, or a total of $425.55. 


Therefore the difference in cost between the Present at $503.45 and 
Proposal No. 2 a $425.55 is $77.90 per month. This amount is not 
large enough to warrant the expense of private cable and wages of an 
attendant. 


Flat Rate Switchboard Trunks at $19.50 per trunk could be provided 
at a cost of $156.00. The Flat Rate plan places no limit on the length of 
conversation nor on the number of calls. ‘The Extension Telephone 
charges increase 50 cents per extension. ‘The Flat Rate plan would de- 
crease the cost of Proposal No. 2 to $336.95. At this rate the difference 
between the Present $503.45 and the Flat Rate Plan for Proposal No. 2 
would be $166.50. ‘This amount also is not large enough to warrant the 
expense of private cable and the wages of an attendant. 


In considering the provision of Switchboard attendants, it is not 
practical to assume that a Town Department would continue to absorb 
the operating cost without increasing its payroll. In all probability there 
would be a request for a new job classification to cover the Switchboard 
at least during the day time. This would add, at a minimum, $230.00 
monthly to Proposal No. 2, and thereby cancel the relatively small saving 
of either $77.90 or $166.50 Consequently, Proposal No. 2 also would be 
more expensive than the Present. 


The detailed analysis of equipment and charges of telephone service 
to Town of Natick is available for study at the Selectmen’s Office.

CLARK’S BLOCK SIDEWALK REPAIRS 


Report of Committee appointed under Article 45 of the Special 
Town Meeting called for and held April 27, 1954 at 7:30 P.M. 


Vote: That the Moderator appoint a committee of three to determine 
ownership and Town liability, if any, and report to a subsequent 
town meeting.

IN THE ABSENCE OF AN APPROPRIATION OF FUNDS FOR THE PURCHASE OF 
title abstracts and engineering services, it has not been possible for your 
committee to determine the present ownership of the sidewalk on the 
North, East and South sides of Clark’s Block. 


Mr. Craig, Sr. recalls that sixty years or more ago the walk was 
fenced off and a railed entrance from the street led to and from a store 


wall 


operated and owned by a Mr. Clark. Ownership of the sidewalk has 
long been claimed by the block owners and some twenty years ago the 
building itself was extended out a few feet on to the then existing walk. 


Assuming, but not determining from a present legal point of view, 
that the sidewalk is owned by the owners of Clark’s Block, it would seem 
that there is no legal liability on the part of the ‘Yown to reimburse the 
owners for expense involved in the resurfacing of said sidewalk, in the 
absence of some special act of the Legislature allowing the Town to vote 
such reimbursement. ‘There have been occasions where the ‘Town has 
assumed a portion of the original cost of construction of ways and walks, 
but in no case has the ‘Town assumed any portion of the cost of repairs of 
maintenance of walks and ways not ‘Town owned, so far as your com- 
mittee was able to determine. 


A small appropriation for abstracts and the assistance of the ‘Town 
engineers, would, we believe, allow your committee to make a thorough 
and exhaustive study to determine actual ownership. 


Without a doubt, the main use of the sidewalk is by the general 
public and the sidewalk does provide all manner of convenience to it. 
[t is plowed free of the winter snow and its outermost edge provides a 
place for the row of parking meters installed by the ‘Town. 


This leads to the opinion that the ‘Town should, in fairness, assist 
the owners, assuming again the sidewalk is privately owned, in maintain- 
ing such a convenience to the public. 


‘This report is submitted as a report of progress without final deter- 
mination of the questions to be answered.

COMMITTEE ORDERED BY THE MODERATOR TO STUDY 
THE ADVISABILITY OF REVALUATION AND EQUALI- 
ZATION OF TAXABLE PROPERTY IN THE TOWN 


UPON ITS APPOINTMENT BY THE MODERATOR, IN THE SUMMER OF 1954, 
this Committee met several times for purposes of organization and dis- 
cussion of a course of action to be pursued in studying the many facets 
of this complex problem. It was decided that by meeting with the various 
interested groups, the Committee could best arrive at a report to the 
‘Townspeople that would be both impartial and concrete in its content. 
We then pursued a course of action which enabled us to gain facts and 
opinions from the Board of Assessors, ‘Town officials, interested community 
groups, such as the Weathersfield Homeowners’ Association and the new 
Westfield group, the Workshop studying this problem for the League of 
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Women Voters, and representatives of the New England Survey Com- 
pany, who are actively engaged in revaluation and equalization work for 
Towns such as Natick. 


The Committee met with the above groups in approximately that 
order on one or more occasions. As a result, many important pieces of 
information have been placed at the Committee’s disposal. 


The Committee has not yet discussed the problem with all interested 
parties and plans further meeting with the Weathersfield group, the 
Board of Assessors and others, and wishes to reserve its final decision 
until these meeting have been held. It is hoped that by the time of the 
Annual Town Meeting a full report of this Committee will be made to 
the ‘Townspeople.

Accounting Department 


PRESENTED HEREWITH IS THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ACCOUNTING 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1954. 


During the year the Accounting Department examined about 30,000 
invoices and sent to the Treasurer for payment about 10,000 vouchers on 
more than 1,000 Treasury Warrants amounting ot $7,203,013.46 for which 
the Treasurer issued 39,853 checks. The payments in 1954 were more 
than two million dollars greater than the expenditures of 1953. 


The following table shows the continuous increase in the total 
annual payments over the past eight years:

The continuous increase in the above figures is due to the steady 
growth of the ‘Town which is reflected back through the many ‘Town 
departments to the accounting department where nearly all expenditures 
for the year 1954 show a general increase. 


Receipts and Treasurers Cash: 


The treasurer’s cash has been examined and found to be in order. 
The total receipts during 1954 in some 1800 separate items amounted to 
$6,221,742.48 and were one million seven hundred thousand dollars 
greater than the receipts of 1953. ‘The cash balance on hand Decem- 
ber 31, 1954 is $1,212,552.65 and is a decrease of 981 thousand from the 
balance on hand at the end of 1953. 


Unexpended Appropriation Balances: 


Notice of appropriation condition was given monthly, on State ap- 
proved forms, to all ‘Town officers, committees and boards charged with 
the expenditure of Town funds. ‘The various departments checked these 
balances regularly with the accounting office and, as a result, once again 
we have no Unpaid Bills and there were no overdrafts of any depart- 
mental appropriation. 


Again this year, and for the 14th consecutive year the departments, 
collectively, have turned back substantial unexpended appropriation 
balances from their operating budgets. ‘These unexpended appropriation 
balances, exclusive of Sewer and Water, returned to the 1954 Revenue 
Account amounted to $85,247.46 which is the largest amount during the 
past 15 years and the total of these balances during the past 14 years thas 
now exceeded one-half million dollars. 


A total of $1,653,200.09 in unexpended special appropriation balances 
was brought forward from 1953 and $1,452,469.32 was Non-Revenue 


Of 


(loan balance) appropriations. A much lesser figure of $634,900.52 is the 
amount forwarded to 1955 and of this amount $128,980.78 is in the Loan 
Balance Appropriations. 


From the total of unexpended appropriation balances brought for- 
ward to 1954 approximately 58 thousand dollars were reappropriated for 
other purposes at the 1954 town meetings. Included in the balances 
brought forward to 1955 approximately 25 thousand dollars are available 
for reappropriation at the 1955 town meeting. 


Excess Estimated Receipts: 


Notice was given to the Assessors, as required by law, of the total 
1954 receipts (except those from taxes, loans, trust funds, federal grants 
and revolving funds) and the source of such receipts was specified. The 
actual collections in this group was $127,823.52 greater than the figures 
used by the Assessors in the determination of the 1954 tax rate. 


‘This excess was due primarily to a larger distribution of State Income 
‘Tax, a much higher Motor Vehicle Excise collection and increased Spe- 
cial Assessments collections particularly in the Sewer Assessments. 


Motor Vehicle Excise: 


During the year 1954 a total of $288,487.93 was committed by the 
Assessors to the Tax Collector for Motor Vehicle Excise of which 
$16,112.25 represented the final five commitments for the year 1953. 
These commitments in 1954 were about 52 thousand dollars greater 
than 1953. 


The total collections in 1954 amounted to 260 thousand dollars which 
was 42 thousand greater than the prior year and the highest collection 
during the 26 years since the inception of this revenue. 


The net collections (total collections less cash refunds) was $250,486.15 — 
which represented an increase of 44 thousand over 1953 and in excess of 
the estimate for this source of revenue in the 1954 ‘Tax Rate determination. 


The outstanding uncollected Motor Vehicle Excise as of the end of 
1953 was $24,646.62 whereas the uncollected balance due the ‘Town as of 
the end of 1954 amounts to $41,393.90 due in great part to the final com- 
mitment in the amount of more than 35 thousand dollars being issued 
on December 30th. ‘This should result in a larger total collection in 1955. 


Special Assessments: 


Special Assessment accounts for Sewer, Streets and Sidewalks were 
extremely active in 1954. The total Special Assessment collections 
amounted to more than 96 thousand dollars with an additional sum of 
10 thousand for interest on these assessments as compared to a total of 
38 thousand in 1953 and only 8 thousand in 1952. 


Unapportioned Sewer Assessments amounting to 289 thousand dol- 
lars were apportioned over a ten year period of which nearly 25 thousand 
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was added to the 1954 Tax Levy with more than 24 thousand of it being 
collected in 1954. More than 54 thousand dcellars of apportioned sewer 
assessments were paid in full in advance alter they were apportioned over 
ten years. 


About 16 thousand dollars of Unapportioned Street Betterments were 
apportioned over a ten year period with about 5,300 dollars being added 
corthem Oot Saxe bevy @ Phere were iLvcesureets constructed under the 
Betterment Act during 1954 and for these a total of 33 thousand dollars 
has been committed as Unapportioned Street Betterments and the unpaid 
balance in January will be apportioned over a 10 year period with the 
first 10th becoming due in 1955.

Natick, for the first time, received Federal School Aid, under Public 
Law 874 and the amount so received was $16,836.92 which is set up as a 
Revolving Fund and is expendible by the School Committee for school 
purposes without appropriation. | 


The Corporation ‘Tax distributed to the Town by the State was 
slightly larger than last year but was about $7,000 less than estimated in 
fheyLood diaxakate: 


The Income Tax distributed to the Town by the State totalled 
$207,549.36 which was 15 thousand higher than in 1953 and 31 thousand 
above the estimate used in the 1954 Tax Rate determination. 


State School Construction Aid Reimbursement was greater in 1954 
due to the receipt of the first annual payment for the new senior high 
school which amounted to $87,500. 


Final payments of the Federal Grant for the Hospital Addition were 
received in the amount of $52,236.98 which, with the 1953 payments, 
completed the $250,000 Federal Aid Grant for this project. 


Courthouse Rental from County: 


The County paid the Town $5,200 for 1954 rental of the Court 
Quarters which are located on the second floor of the Police-Courthouse 
building and rented on a three year lease basis, signed by the Board of 
Selectmen and the County Commissicners. 


‘The leases were negotiated by the ‘Town Counsel, who for each three 
year renewal since 1945, has succeeded in increasing the rental from $1,500 
to $3,300 in 1948; to $4,200 in 1951; and to $5,200 in 1954. ‘This income 
should be considered when acting upon the Police Department budget 
which provides for the maintenance of the court quarters. 


Natick Police Radio System: 


During 1954 the ‘Town received $200 from each of:the towns of 
Sherborn and Wayland for their hookup to the Natick Police Radio. 
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System. The Town of Millis was also billed $200 for this service and their 
check was received soon after January 1, 1955 which was too late to be 
reported in the 1954 receipts. While this $600 goes into our general treas- 
ury it should be considered as an offset to the budget request for Police 
radio. 


Water and Sewer Collections: 


The 1954 Water Rates collections were slightly larger than those 
of 1953. The Sewer collections in 1954 amounted to more than 76 thou- 
sand dollars compared to about 65 thousand in 1953 or equivalent to 
approximately a 17 percent increase. 


Other Receipts: 


Road Machinery charges collected were $20,606 in 1954 compared 
to $12,161 in 1953; School Lunch receipts and reimbursements soared 
to over 65 thousand dollars in 1954 compared to 48 thousand in 1953; 
Dental Clinic Fees and State Meal Tax were greater in 1954 than 1952: 
Welfare reimbursements from the State, Cities and ‘Towns were abou: 
$4,300 less than last year; Building permit fees and Veterans’ Benefits 
reimbursements both show about a 20 percent decrease from the previous 
year. All other departmental receipts were substantially the same as 
last year. 


Departmental Estimates for 1955: 


After the close of the financial year, statements were compiled in 
tabulated form showing amounts appropriated and amounts expended 
from each 1954 so-called budget appropriation together with the depart- 
mental estimates for the year 1955 and copies were forwarded to the 
Finance Committee. 


The departmental requests for 1955 total $3,669,821.02 and are 649 
thousand dollars higher than the sums voted for these purposes in 1954. 


The total of Workmen’s Compensation Insurance in the various 
budgets is in excess of $29,000 for 1955 with an additional sum required 
for the Public Works construction projects. 


Maturing Debt and Interest represents 121 thousand of the total 
budget increase; school budget is 391 thousand higher than last year; 
Police, Fire, and Public Works budget estimates show an increase of 110 
thousand; the Welfare budget shows a decrease of 25 thousand; all the 
other departments collectively show an increase of about 52 thousand 
above last year. 


The budget forms for 1955 have been revised to conform to standard 
state accounting system and each appropriation request shows either 
detail figures or explanatory remarks and presents a clearer picture of the 
departments needs. Also each Article in the Warrant will designate the 
sponsor of each Article. 
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Increased Operating Budgets: 


The following table indicates the rapid rise in the operating budgets 
of the ‘Town during the past ten years:

The school budget request for 1955 is greater than the entire budget 
voted for the whole ‘Town as recently as six years ago. 


As the Town’s budget grows, so do the demands upon the ‘Town 
Accountant. 


Indebtedness: 


The Funded Indebtedness of the ‘Town as of December 31, 1954 is 
$6,006,400 with an authorized but unissued loan in the amount of $30,000. 
This compares with a Funded Indebtedness of $4,532,900 one year ago 
with authorized but unissued loans in the amount of $1,580,000. 


During the year 1954 additional loans were authorized in the amount 
of $235,000; $1,785,000 new loans were issued; $311,500 of maturing 
debts were paid. 


Also, for the first time since 1946, it was necessary to issue temporary 
loans in anticipation of tax revenue and the amount so issued was 
$700,000. It is quite likely that nearly 2 million dollars of these temporary 
loans will be necessary in 1955 with an estimated interest charge of 
nearly $7,500. 


In the 1955 budget Debt and Interest of 540 thousand dollars is 
equivalent to about 1/7 of the total budget.

I'ree Cash: 


As of January 1, 1955 the available “Free Cash” for 1955 usage in 
the amount of $321,144.13 has been certified by the Director of Accounts

on January 18th on the basis of the Town Accountant’s Balance Sheet 
submitted to him on January 17th. 


This is the largest sum of Free Cash available on this date for at 
least the past twenty-two years and quite likely the largest in the history 
of the ‘Town. 


Tax Levy and Tax Collection: 


The 1954 Tax Levy for Real Estate and Personal Property ‘Taxes 
was $2,126,466.64 which was an increase of 294 thousand dollars above 
the levy of 1953. Only 1.94 percent of the 1954 ‘Tax Levy remains out- 
standing on December 31, 1954 which is slightly less than the low figure 
of 2.1 percent outstanding on December 31, 1953 of the 1953 Tax Levy.

Surplus, Reserves, Revolving Funds: 


whessewer surplus Revenue as of December 31, 1954 is. $35,284 
which is nearly double that of a year ago which amounted to $17,623 
and represents the largest surplus as of this date since 1947. 


The Water Surplus Revenue at the end of 1954 is 116 thousand 
dollars compared to 161 thousand a year ago. However, during 1954 the 
water program was financed without borrowing and about 87 thousand 
was voted from this surplus to provide for the water mains extension 
program and also for the construction of a new well. 


The Road Machinery Fund and the Parking Meter Fees Reserve 
both show a substantial increase over the balances of a year ago. ‘The 
Welfare Federal Grants forwarded to 1955 are about $7,000 higher than 
a year ago; Loan Premium balances available for 1955 maturing debt 
are $5,400 less than a year ago. 


Auditing of Funds: 
All Trust Funds and Petty Cash Advances have during the year been 
examined and found to be correct. 


Unpaid Bills: 


No Unpaid Bills for the year 1954 were reported to the accounting 
office as of the date of this report. 
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Group Life Insurance: 


As of January 1, 1954 a total of 324 permanent ‘Town employees 
had 642 thousand dollars of this insurance in force. As of Demember 31, 
1954 a total of 337 employees have 660 thousand of this insurance in force. 
The rate per thousand dollars is 96 cents per month with the ‘Town pay- 
ing one-half the premium and the maximum coverage per employee is 
$2,000. The accounting department processes all insurance forms and 
reports in connection with this program. 


During the year 1954 the ‘Town paid a total of $3,673.92 and a like 
amount was withheld from the employees’ salaries for the payment of the 
premiums for this insurance. The ‘Town received from the Massachusetts 
Mutual Life Insurance Company a dividend amounting to $782.14 for 
the period ending September 14, 1954. This dividend, in effect, is used 
as a partial offset against the amount appropriated by the ‘Town. 


Also, during the yees 1954, three ‘Town employees under this plan 
died and in each case the beneficiary received the sum of $2,000 from the 
Instance company. 


Hurricanes Carol’ and “Edna”: 


The Board of Selectmen authorized emergency overdrafts for Hurri- 
cane Carol to an amount «f $50,000 and for Hurricane Edna to an amount 
of $35,000 and approval was received from the Director of Accounts to 
pay the liabilities incurred up to these specified amounts from any avail- 
able funds in the treasury. 


The Town Accountant was appointed by the Selectmen to serve as 
Hurricane Liaiscn Officer, without pay, to act for all Town departments 
with the Massachusetts Hurricane Relief Board as to proper expenditures 
and for processing all ‘Town claims for State reimbursement. 


During the year 1954 and with practically all bills paid the following 
sunis were expended for the two hurricanes:

Town Growth: 


In 1950, according to the Federal Census, Natick became the 12th 
largest ‘Town in Massachusetts in population having by-passed ten other 
‘Towns during the ten year span from 1940. ‘The official census of 1950 
reported Natick’s population as 19,838 and unofficially today we estimate 
cur population at about 25,000. The work of the ‘Town Accountant in- 
creases with the growth of the Town and the complexity of its affairs.

Recommendations: 


1. That under no condition should borrowing be authorized this 
year in excess of the amount being paid off this year ($401,500) in order 
to at least keep our debt from rising above six million dollars. 


2. ‘That serious thought be given to select and finance capital out- 
lay requests in a manner that not more than $200,000 be authorized for 
borrowing in 1955 and during the next four years as this would reduce 
our debt by one million down to five million as of December 31, 1959. 


3. “That a joint meeting of the Selectmen, Finance Committee, and 
all departments normally sponsoring capital outlay Articles, be held each 
year in October in order that a ‘Town wide capital outlay program could 
be prepared and submitted to the ‘Town Meetings with a program for 
financing without borrowing in excess of $200,000 during each of the next 
four years. 
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4, ‘That the Personnel Board prepare and submit to the first Town 
Meeting, to be held after the 1955 Annual Town Meeting, an official Time 
Allowance Plan to cover sickness for all employees classified under the 
Natick Official Pay Plan. 


5. That, under the Article for reports of committees in the 1955 
Annual Town Meeting Warrant, the Moderator appoint a committee to 
study all phases of Workmen’s Compensation Insurance and report not 
later than the 1956 Annual ‘Town Meeting. 


6. ‘That the ‘Town provide funds this year for an expert appraisal 
of all real estate. ‘This action is strongly recommended in order that the 
Town may receive all revenue justly due. Otherwise the financial prob- 
lem is only partially covered by a careful study of appropriations, expendi- 
tures, loans, and prompt collection of taxes. 


7. That the Selectmen and Finance Committee arrange for sharing 
together the Finance Committee office in order to effect an annual saving 
of ‘Town funds approximating $1800 and also to more closely coordinate 
the administration of the ‘Town’s affairs. 


8. ‘That all ‘Town departments forward to the ‘Town Accountant a 
copy of all contracts within ten days of signature. 


9. ‘That the Town consider the advisability of having all Sewer 
and Water bills collected by the ‘Tax Collector whose title would then 
be changed to ‘Town Collector. 


10. ‘That the Selectmen request all ‘Town departments, commissions, 
Boards and ‘Town Officers to be in session each Monday night (the same 
night the Selectmen and some other departments meet), thereby making 
it possible for the townspeople to transact business with any or all Town 
departments on the same date. 


1]. ‘That the ‘Town consider the possibility of effecting a saving to 
the ‘Town by having all its new equipment purchased by a committee 
to be appointed by the Moderator. 


12. ‘That the Parking Meter Fees Reserve be used only for Parking 
Meter Maintenance and repayment of the off-street parking lot land loan 
until such time as the reserve is sufficiently large to replace the now 
nearly seven year old meters on a cash purchase basis. 


13. ‘That all departments help reduce the staggering number of bills 
submitted to the accounting and treasury departments during the last few 
days of December and the first eight days of January by: 


(a) submitting all bills promptly. 

(b) completing all repair items by October 15th. 

(c) completing all special purchases by November Ist. 
(d) completing all special work by November 15th. 

(ec) completing all regular purchases by December Ist. 


({) procuring and submitting all final bills immediately after 
January Ist.

Unless the above suggestions are followed it will be necessary for 
both the accounting and treasury departments to put on additional 
personnel. 


14. That the Assessors prepare and forward to the Tax Collector 
all Motor Vehicle Excise and Trailer Commitments immediately after 
cards are received from the registry. 


15. That the Town consider the advisability of having the Modera- 
tor appoint a committee to study all of our present services in order to 
eliminate for a five year period certain of our budgetary items which, 
while desirable, are neither strictly essential nor mandatory. A complete 
study, together with the cooperation of the various departments and 
voters, might well considerably ease our growing financial problems.

Meeting called to order by the Moderator at 7:30 P.M. and stated that there was 
a Quorum present. 


Invocation delivered by Rev. Joseph M. Holland. 
Voted, to waive the reading of the Warrant Articles. 
The following Resolution was presented by Dr. Miller and unanimously adopted: 


Whereas, Harold H. Johnson, having served as a member of the Natick School 
Committee for the past twenty-one years and as Chairman of that Committee 
for the past twenty years, the citizens of Natick now in town meeting assembled, 
hereby commemorate his service to this community. 
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Harold Hall Johnson, born in Johnston, Rhode Island, has been a resident of 
Natick for the last forty years. He was first elected to the School Committee in 
March of 1933 and was unanimously elected Chairman in 1934. He served con- 
tinuously in this latter capacity until his retirement this year. 

When Harold H. Johnson first assumed that Chairmanship twenty years ago 
there were only one hundred and ten employees in the School Department; 
today there are two hundred and twelve. The public schools in 1934 contained 
2,800 pupils; in 1954 the enrollment was 5,000 pupils. During his tenure of office 
numerous school facilities have been realized in the form of renovated class- 
rooms, school additions, and new school buildings. 

Under his inspirational guidance and foresight the many diverse and complex 
school problems incident to the tremendous growth of Natick were readily and 
efficiently resolved. His unselfish devotion, his interest, and his wisdom in civic 
and educational affairs have given substance to his work. His leadership, his 
kindness, his sympathetic understanding, and his sincerity have inspired a 
spirit of service in all those who came to know him. 


Now, therefore, be it Resolved: 


That we recognize the excellent, faithful, and energetic service that he has 
rendered to the School Committee, to the School Department and to the ‘Town 
of Natick, 

And that the own Clerk embody our action in the records of this meeting and 
convey this Resolution and action to Harold H. Johnson.

‘The Planning Board feels, however, 
that the zoning as laid out in the Article encompasses land along Madison Street 
and Lincoln Street that is certainly not one acre classification. “The recommenda- 
tion of the Planning Board have left out a portion of this zone bordering on the 
area behind Coolidge Field and Lincoln Street Ext. otherwise it will be the same 
as described in the Article.

Forty-nine 
appeared in opposition to the Article as drawn although some expressed the 
opinion that they recognized the usage of land on the Worcester ‘Turnpike would 
only be suitable for business purposes but did not wish the depth of the business 
zone to be 400 feet. One speaker suggested a depth of 200 feet. The Planning 
Board recommends that B-16 be extended to a depth of 300 feet. ‘This will leave 
approximately 180 feet between the rear of the Business Zone and the first house 
on the eastern side of Wethersfield Road. The business depth on the western 
side of Wethersfield Road is already of greater extent. The Planning Board 
moves that Section 17.3.4 of the Building Code Business District B-16 be extended 
to include land bounded and described as follows: 


Beginning at the intersection of the easterly sideline of Wethersfield Road 
extended and the northerly line of Worcester Street running thence by the 
easterly sideline of Wethersfield Road 300 feet to a point; thence running 
easterly and parallel to Worcester Street to Wheeler Way; thence running

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part of prospective industrial plants. We were fortunate that our general trend 
had been in that direction and in the last Town Meeting zoning to increase the 
industrial section on the northern side of Worcester Street in the Speen Street 
Vicinity now gives us a substantial industrial tract and in spite of one most attrac- 
tive customer we will still have a large amount of room for other industries. The 
second section in this pattern is on the Framingham boundaries north and south 
of West Central Street. At the present there are several prospective industrial 
tenants studying this location. In the published advertisement a small error 
occurred. Throughout the description the word “Home Avenue” was spelled 
Howe Avenue. Therefore, the Planning Board will present a new motion contain- 
ing land as described in the Article but correcting the word ‘““Howe Avenue”’ to 
Home Avenue. The Planning Board moves that Section 17.3.4 of the Building 
Code be amended to increase Manufacturing District M-12 to include land 
bounded and described as follows: 


Beginning at the northeast corner of the present M-12 District; thence 
running southeasterly and parallel to and 125 feet west of Home Avenue to
